Another interesting point was that his 
clients unusually satisfied with 
their buildings he knew, as he had 
spoken with some of them when visiting 
Canada. Mr. Morris, Sir Howard con- 
cluded, had made a positive contribution 
to the architecture of Canada. 

Mr. Basit Spence, OBE, FRIBA, de- 
scribed Mr. Morris as a * great friend and 
ally in Canada.’ This he knew as a result 
of his experiences in touring Canada to 
raise funds for Coventry Cathedral. 

Sir HuGu Casson, FRIBA, who was 
in his usual sparkling form on such occa- 
sions, said that in the case of some awards 
the recipient was so old that it seemed to 
be a race between the award and the 
undertaker!

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CORRESPONDENCE 


Architects and * Spec’ Housing 
To the Editor of The Builder 


@IR,—Mr. Albert J. Upton (your last 
issue) is no doubt right in stressing 
the need for technological research in 
house design and construction, but I fail 
to see how that is going to make the 
offending private enterprise house builder 
alter his habits. All the research of recent 
years, all the exhortation to do better 
have had scarcely any effect upon him. 
All the expected sweet reasoning of the 
forthcoming RIBA Symposium is, unless 
I am much mistaken, likely to pass him by. 
Let it be remembered, however, that 
the ordinary ‘spec’ builder is providing 
a social necessity at a comparatively low 
price. His chief aim is to keep down 
costs and he is bound to reject anything 
that will increase them. He is not going (as 
he would say) to ‘waste money’ on 
architects’ scale fees when he can get 
plans good enough for building approval 
prepared by a hack draughtsman for a 
few guineas. 

If he is not willing to pay architects’ 
fees and architects are not prepared to 
work for next to nothing (why should 
they?), what can be done to improve this 
type of work? There is, I submit, a 
choice of no more than two courses: (1) 
The planning authority could exercise its 
powers under the Town and Country 
Planning Acts and reject — unsatis- 
factory plans, thus forcing the * spec’ 
builder to employ architects; or (2) the 
State could provide him with good 
designs free of charge. There are plenty 
of these in Housing Manuals and other 
official and private publications; why 
should they not be used? Help may also 
have to be given in estate layout free of 
charge. All this may sound revolutionary, 
but the State cannot shrug off responsi 
bility for poor housing any more than it 
can refuse responsibility for other aspects 
of national welfare. If it be argued that 
such a course would be injurious to the 
architectural profession, the answer is 
that what has never been possessed cannot 
be lost

the Cost Research Panel of the RICS 
with some interest. The indices seemed 
most impressive, but there appeared to 
be certain snags, the biggest being that, 
although the tables are correct to the 
nearest point, ‘costs of plant were 
ignored as this involved prohibitive diffi- 
culties, and also as plant may be costed 
as labour.’ 

This sentence appears to be contra- 
dictory; if plant is ignored, then it can- 
not be included in the cost of labour. 

Examination of the output factor indi- 
cated that one of the basic assumptions 
is that four men in 1957 did roughly the 
Same amount of work as five men in 
1950. If no allowance is made for the 
extra cost of plant, surely this is decidedly 
optimistic. The ratio of labour to 
materials was * labour 39 per cent., mate- 
rials 61 per cent.—is this before over- 
heads are added? I query this because 
in your quarterly ‘* Productivity and 
Prices’ articles, which are also based on 
Ministry of Works figures, materials for 
new housing are apparently roughly 50 
per cent. of the final cost. 

Also in the preparation of trades 
indices, was the allowance for produc- 
tivity varied between trades? Comparing 
concretors and glaziers and_ painters. 
Table II, with their materials, Table IV, it 
would appear that, if anything, the pro- 
ductivity of the latter has increased rather 
more than that of the concretors. 

Perhaps someone will shed a little light

HE site, formerly occupied by houses demolished by enemy action 
has an area of .561 acre and was used temporarily for 11 bungalows. 
The block, erected by the Royal Borough of Kensington, consists of 
24 three-roomed maisonettes and six two-roomed flats, planned on six 
floors in a Y shaped block giving a gross density of 136 persons to the 
acre. There is a central staircase with lift in the junction of the three 
wings of the block, the maisonettes being in the west and east wings and 
the flats—one per floor—in the south wing. The maisonettes are 
approached from access balconies on ground, second and fourth floors 
on the north side of the block. All flats have direct access from the 
staircase hall. Two refuse chutes are provided with access hoppers. One 
lift serves ground, second and fourth floors only. Each unit is provided 
with adequate internal fuel storage with service access outside the unit. 


Hot water is provided by means of all-night-burning grates with back 
boilers, and immersion heaters are installed. Electric power points are 
provided to all living-rooms, kitchens and bedrooms 


All units on the upper floors have private balconies. Fifteen external 
stores are provided for the tenants’ use and a children’s playground ts 
incorporated in the site layout. The remainder of the site will be laid out 
as a garden. Work started on October 15, 1956, and was completed on 
December 14, 1957, four weeks ahead of contract time 


Construction is of load-bearing brickwork of cross wall construction 
with external infilling panels of 45 in. brickwork, 2 in. cavity and 3 in. 


breeze blocks internally. Floors and roofing are constructed of precast 
reinforced concrete beams with hollow clay blocks. 


Flank walls of maisonette wings and recessed walls to access balconies 
are in Lingfield rustic facing bricks. Other facing brickwork 1s in 
Warnham Greys. The panels between private balconies of the maisonettes 
are finished in green-grey Mineralite. The panels below the living-room 
windows on private balconies are faced with primrose yellow ‘Turnall’ 
glazed fluted asbestos. 


The private balcony railings on the south side are constructed of metal 
frames with vertical slats of Utile hardwood. The access balconies on 
the north side are of metal frames with } in. Georgian wired cast glass 
panels. 


All walls to the central staircase enclosure are rendered in cement 
and sand and finished with ‘Dinova’ plastic paint. Internal walls to flats 
are finished with two coats of oil-bound water paint. Floors to flats 
are finished in thermoplastic tiling laid on screed. 


_ The contract price was £67,550, which includes £1,000 for abnormal 
foundation work and £4,400 for site layout.

The Presidential Address 


IN HIS PRESIDENTIAL ADDRESS, Mr. 
FOSTER expressed his personal conviction 
that the strength of their Society—as 
of any other Allied Society within the 
RIBA—came from the work done in its 
Chapters, and he hoped to visit them all 
during his term of office. 

‘1 have heard each of these presidential 
addresses since the war,’ the President 
continued, ‘and they have nearly all 
referred to the difficulties of the year 
ahead. I think that we might as well recog- 
nise that architects always have been, and 
always will be, among the first to be affected 
by changes in the economic climate, and 
that we should do well to worry less 
about that unfortunate, but inevitable, 
fact and more about the quality of the 
contribution which we can make to society. 
Publicity for architects will be 
unless we can be sure that what 
advertising is absolutely sound. 

* Are we sure, for example, that the educa- 
tional and cultural standards which we have 
set for entry into the profession—which 
almost doubled in size since the last: war 
are as high as they should be: or that we 
have set ourselves the right standards in design 
and practice for qualification ? Are we sure 
that as architects we reviewing often 
enough the efficiency of com-

municating ideas—whether in explaining our 
proposals to our client so that he knows exactly 
what he is going to get, or in explaining with 
clarity and precision to the builder how these 
ideas are to be made into a building ? Or do 
we too often rely on conventional means of 
communication without re-examining their 
suitability for their purpose ? 

* Are we sure that the efficiency with which 
we run our offices, groups and teams and _ the 
productivity which we achieve in them is 
such that building owners cannot possibly 
do without our services and will not be tempted 
to try out other means of getting their buildings 
designed and built ” 

* And, lastly, are we sure that we are guard- 
ing jealously enough the professional attitude 
to life Codes of professional conduct 
should, of course, be constantly reviewed 
to keep pace with contemporary conditions 
and | sometimes wonder whether we review 
them often enough ; but let us see that the 
edition current at any time is rigidly obeyed 
in letter and in spirit 

‘There is nothing very new about these 
few questions, but I fear that | cannot answer 
them all—as I should like to be able to do 
with a loud, clear ** Yes..’ We are all inclined, 
in this age of faith in committees, to sit back 
and leave the answers to someone else. We 
ought to be thinking them out for ourselves 
as individuals.” 


‘Have Architects a Future?’ 


FOLLOWING THE ANNUAL MEETING, 
an address under the title, “ Have Archi- 
tects a Future was given by Mr. 
IAN M. Lestiz, OBE, JP, HonARIBA, 
Editor of The Builder. Mr. Leslie said 

I am going to take advantage of the 
invitation to address you to throw out a 
few ideas, for, as one of your Hon. 
Associates who has spent over 30 years 
sitting in the grandstand, I do very much 
care about architecture and its future, and 
about quite a number of architects and 
their future. For they have a future. That 
much is certain. What kind of a future is 
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quite another matter. Is it to be a future 
in which the architect is in control of the 
building project, or must we envisage a 
continuing decline in his status and 
authority, and with it a decline in the 
quality of architectural design. (For, 
make no mistake! the standard of design 
produced by an architect who is controlled 
by factors other than those which naturally 
spring from the problems of the project 
which he has been called upon to solve 
must tend to decline.) This then is the 
key to the future which the RIBA and 
the architectural profession must find if 
they are to make certain of survival. 


The Layman’s Attitude 

Many of the problems revolve round the 
layman’s attitude to architects. Why is the 
layman important? Purely because, I suggest, 
the architectural profession swims or sinks 
according to the place it makes for itself in 
the national life As a result, there would 
seem to be three groups of people whose 
respect and goodwill the architectural profes- 
sion dare not be without The first is the 
general public; the second are the building 
owners, and the third is the building industry 
How does the architect stand today in the 
estimation of each of these groups” 


So far as the general public is concerned, 
the word ‘architect’ is beginning to get 
known. True, it is mostly in such forms as 
* Billy Wright was the architect of the FA XI's 
win against the Czechs ° or * Sir Winston must 
be accounted the chief architect of the Western 
World’s survival.” But at least the word ts 
mentioned, even if scarcely one in a thousand 
of those that can read could say even in 
general terms what distinguishes an architect 
from a builder. But the word has acquired a 
cachet of a kind; though I wonder what the 
readers think he does for a living, apart from 
settling where the space divider is to go? 


That there should be this ignorance of 
functions of the architect is a matter of very 
great concern. Why should it be so? First, 
the British race, being traditionalists, do not 
like change, especially change in the surround- 
ings that they are forced to see, if not to notice 
This particularly applies to buildings, and in 
so far as the public know that architects have 
anything to do with buildings at all, vaguely 
hold them responsible To do them justice, 
it must be said that almost every time that a 
new building is print, it is the 
centre of a Good buildings, like good 
behaviour, are not news And the ordinary 
member of the public is not helped by finding, 
as he almost always does, that architects 
themselves (not seldom headed by past 
Presidents of the Academy and other

professional critics) often lead the field in the 
pastime of snapping at the heels of their 
professional colleagues The unwritten law 
that argument between architect and architect 
is best kept to the columns of the professional 
Press seems to have gone by the board. Today 
any publicity, even adverse criticism, appears to 
be thought to be better than none. | wonder 
if it is? Publicity ts not all on the debit side, 
however. Newspapers such as the Manchester 
Guardian, the Ne The Times and 
quite a number of the literary weeklies do give 
space to comment on buildings, and presum- 
ably their readers approve. But while the law 
of libel remains as it is, such criticisms must 
inevitably be milk-and-water, and in the event, 
all we get is a series of rather platitudinous 
remarks about a building which seems to be 
chosen deliberately for its inoffensiveness and 
about which more nice things than nasty 
things can, on balance, be said. The public 
cannot hope to get from these criticisms any 
line on where architecture today is proceeding 
You may ask 


ws Chronicle, 


‘How can the poor dears, seeing 
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that most architects themselves are equally 
‘n the dark ?” 

Broadcasting does not help, either. There 
ought to be great opportunities for making the 
ordinary chap understand something about 
architecture. But both on sound and on TV, 
the chances seem to be missed. On sound, 
architecture as a subject for discussion seems 
relegated to the Third or else to be put on so 
late at night as to be quite useless. Moreover, 
the BBC’s choice of speakers succeeds admir- 
ably in making the most human of the arts 
sound inhuman and difficult. The BBC—at 
least on its national wavelength— must carry 
a very considerable responsibility for its failure 
to bring architecture alive on the air 


What the Public 


But perhaps even more important than his 
inability to comprehend the meaning of 
architecture is the layman’s incomprehension 
of just what it is that an architect does that 
the builder cannot do. The * spec” builder's 
house, each very like the next, is what the 
British public wants, and to hell, they say, 
with the architect who does something different, 
and puts the spotlight on them. And what of 
the opinion held of the architect by the building 
owner? QOne would like to think that 
behind some of the large private enterprise 
building schemes had tastes educated to a 
point somewhat beyond those of the man who 
buys his home through a_ building society 
Not a bit of it: look at their own homes! 
Most clients are just the same as the man who 
lives in the ‘spec’ builder's only 
different the same _ in_ that are 
equally uninformed on what architecture is, 
but different in that they believe they know 
what architects are: they are arty chaps who 
will talk about design: chaps who have only 
got to come into a d'scusston and you find 
that the estimated cost has gone up in the air: 
who charge altogether too highly for what they 
do; and, worse still, bring in quantity surveyors 
and various kinds of consultant all of whom are 
as Open mouthed as a hungry voung 
* What,” says this kind of building owner. 
“what does the architect do for his money 
And why does he charge his fees on a per- 
centage that the more the building 
the greater his fee?” So this kind of 
building owner—and_ there many who 
think like him—goes off to a firm who will give 
him a packaged building, inclusive of pro- 
fessional services at an agreed price And 
this attitude of mind is not confined to business- 
men but also goes for some local authorities 

Now thirdly, where does the architect stand 
in the eyes of his brethren in the building 
industry ? In my view, his position is deteriorat- 
ing, and his claim to be the natural leader of 
the building team is being challenged. What 
are the points complained of ? Here are some 

(1) That many architects unable to 
control their clients, and as such too many 
yield to demands either for changes of design 
or for time schedules which place an undue 
strain on the builder In short, seemingly 
being unable to stand up for themselves, they 
cannot defend against unreasonable demands 
those lower down the chain of responsibility 
which they head 

(2) That there are few offices that are 
efficient in their work: drawings are late and 
do not always give the amount of information a 
builder ts entitled to

(3) That the quality of assistant sent out on 
the job by some offices does nothing to add to 
efficient direction, or as a consequence, to 
raise the standing of the profession 

I do not pretend that this list of complaints 
is exhaustive any more than I would say that 
they apply to all architects; | know very well 
that they do not. But it distresses me, as it 
must distress everyone who appreciates the 
contribution that architects make to the 
nation, to hear these charges, and worse, 
being thrown about in public places 


Some Remedies 


That is the picture and the question is: How 
can the architect’s profession regain in the 
industry the reputation for efficiency which 
alone will entitle its members to be accepted 
as leaders of the building industry My 
4-point plan would be this: 

(1) The architect must, in my view, force 
himself to take a stronger line with clients. 
He is, after all, the expert, and once he has 
been commissioned, should not allow himself 
to be pushed around. The architect ts the only 
buffer between the building owner and the 
many trades and professions which will be 
associated with the building; he owes it to them 
to be firm. 

(2) The builder is entitled to see the full 
drawings before he starts to organise his work 
That he so seldom gets them often means that 
the architect has been stampeded by the 
client into making too early a start 

(3) The architect should treat his builders 
with consideration. For instance, he should 
protect them against exploitation by the 
building owner in such ways as requiring them 
to tender in company with an_ excessive 
number of competitors. He should be punctil- 
ious in letting the unsuccessful tenderers 
know that they have not won. Builders as 
well as architects have been known to worry 
about their next job. He should give them 
adequate time after the contract has been 
placed to organise for the iob. Does this seem 
elementary? If what I am told is true, such 
consideration is rarer than we might think 

(4) The architect should always give the 
builder his fullest support in dealing with 
nominated suppliers and — subcontractors 
Wherever the item comes from, it has to be 
assembled on the site under the actual or 
nominal supervision of the man_ ultimately 
responsible for the successful completion 
the builder. Don’t whittle away his authority!

The list could be extended, but | must now 
turn to the difficult matter of improving the

First, and simplest because it is within the

the architect’s standing among the other 
collaborators in the task of putting up build- 
ings 
Next—more

difficult because the objective 
is to get the architect’s job better 
known, and to get the importance of that job 
better appreciated. There is a big backlog of 
adverse opinion to get rid of. But there have 
been bigger public relations jobs than that 
brought off successfully. How ts this one to 
be done”? 

I suggest in this manner The architect, 
we know, is a hybrid. Part artist, part practical 
man: part humanist, part lawyer (the juxta- 
position purely fortuitous); part 
romantic, expert on drains But it is 
almost the guise as artist that the 
architect is Known to the public, and there 
could be no more dangerous, shifting ground 
than artistic merit on which to fight a battle 
which may well be for survival A safer 
terrain altogether on which to do battle is that 
of practicality. Let architects display to the 
public the wares of efficiency, of cost-control, 
of contract-management, of economical plan- 
ning: let them make claim to things 
which must follow from any well organised 
building project ——an efficient building, worth 
more because it has been well planned without 
waste due to hurry, and so detailed and 
constructed as to save money over the years 
in maintenance and replacements. That is the 
sort of language the man in the street under- 
stands; sometimes I fear it is the only language 
he understands. But at least it 1s realistic, and 
it describes things which are a very real part 
of every architect’s job.

should be kept under the counter on which 
the public can see the practical things of the 
architect’s art It should be accepted as 
axiomatic that a building designed by a 
qualified architect will have delight as well as 
commodity and firmness. The conjurer who 
shows how he contrives his tricks will soon 
be out of business! 

But—and it is a very large-sized but-—a 
reputation for efficiency is not a matter of luck, 
but of training and competence. Is our system 
of architectural education successful in select- 
ing and then training architects of the kind who 
are going to build up a reputation for efficiency, 
to say nothing of design? We are taking into 
the schools far too many students. Altogether, 
1 am told, there are nearly 6,000 students of 
the RIBA alone, at various stages of training. 
Are there places for these young men? Is not 
part of the reason for the low position 
occupied by the architect to-day that there are 
far too many architects, or at least far 
many men who have succeeded in passing the 
RIBA Final? We must set our sights higher in 
selecting student-material; we should attach 
more importance to the applications of those 
whose desire is to see buildings go up rather 
than to draw lines on paper. We need young 
men with good hearts as well as high intelli- 
gence: for we are looking not just for archi- 
tects but for architects who are also leaders.

What, it may be asked, is to happen to those 
who cannot make the grade?

Perhaps some day we shall realise our 
honesty in putting large numbers of young 
men and women through a long and expensive 
training, often at State expense, when so many 
of them will attain to an architect's

In short, let us reduce the number and 
improve the intellectual and humanistic 
standards of those coming into architecture 
When we do this, and appreciate the folly 
of having more architects in Great Britain 
than has the United States with over twice 
our population, we shall find that appreciation 
beginning to grow Moreover, we shall find 
that most of the ad hoc problems which beset 
us will vanish

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HE existing school buildings, which ate 
Situated within the City Walls, on the 
site of the Monastery of the White Friars, 
received extensive damage during the 
‘Baedeker’ raid on Canterbury in June, 
1942. The buildings were subsequently 
repaired and extended to provide tempor- 
ary accommodation until the new school 
was erected 

Work on the building of the new school 
has commenced, and it is being built in 
the north-east corner of the school’s 
existing IS acres of playing fields in 
Nackington-road The existing track 
up to the playing fields from Nackington- 
road is to be considerably widened to form 
an entrance drive. The school will accom- 
modate 450 boys with the addition of a 
further 90 sixth-formers 

The school is planned around two court- 
yards which lie north and south of the main 
four-storey teaching block The science 
block, changing rooms, gymnasium, assem- 
bly hall and dining hall enclose the south 
courtyard. The two-storey staff block, 
metalwork shop, woodwork shop and their 
stores are planned around the north 
courtyard. 

The ground floor of the four-storey 
teaching block comprises the entrance hall, 
cloakroom, lavatories and art room. On 
the first floor is the library with classrooms 
adjacent. The second and third floors 
have further classrooms making a total 
of 13 in this block. The dining hall and 
assembly hall corridors have their floors 
raised above the level of the assembly hall, 
so that on special occasions they can be 
used to increase the seating capacity of the 
hall. The fully equipped kitchen will 
enable 500 meals to be served daily on the 
“Family Service’ basis. 

By placing the gymnasium immediately 
behind the assembly hall, and also by hav- 
ing the music room and changing room 
at the sides of the stage, all three units 
can be used as ancillary accommodation 
to the hall when the need arises. The 
science block has three large advanced 
laboratories, two general science rooms 
and a lecture room with tiered seating. 

The staff rooms occupy the ground floor 
of the two-storey staff block. The first- 
floor accommodation consists of three 
division rooms and prefects’ room. A 
tuck shop is provided in the north court- 
yard. 

Cycle stores are situated at the end of the 
entrance drive adjacent to the caretaker’s 
cottage. Buses will be driven into the 
school grounds and parked adjacent to 
the entrance to the north courtyard. 


The school is steel-framed, with its 








members spaced at 10 ft. intervals. Struc 
tural floors are in concrete and roofs are of 
wood-wool slabs covered with bituminous 
felt Ground-floor walls are constructed 


in brick and the walls of upper floors are

The floor is covered with 
black marbled sheet lino. Specially designed staggered dressing-out wall 
units are covered with laminated plastic, and extensive use is made of 
contrasting wallpapers. An area of suspended ceiling over the dryer 
seating acts as a decorative feature and conceals an unsightly vent trunking 

The approximate cost of the fitting work was £850 excluding dryers, 


and the work took three to four weeks to complete 





screen Cc...

REDEVELOPMENT plan, which will refashion a 
large section of Paddington, is to be started in the 
near future by the Church Commissioners in association 


with Wates, Ltd., the building and civil engineering 
contractors. The area to be redeveloped, known as the 
Hyde Park Estate, is part of the former ‘Paddington 
Estate’ which has long been in Church ownership. It 
consists of 84 acres in a triangle formed by Bayswater- 
road, Edgware-road and Sussex-gardens, and has a 
population of about 9,000. The first phase of the master 
plan, prepared by Mr. Anthony Minoprio, FRIBA, 
AMTPI, will cover a period of ten years, and is to be 
undertaken in the north-eastern section of the area— 
covering 24 acres with 4,900 inhabitants—bounded by 
Edgware-road, Sussex-gardens, Southwick-street, Hyde 
Park-crescent and Connaught-street. Under the plan, 
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accommodation will be provided in this section for 5,213 
persons giving a gross density of 217 persons and a net 
density of 248. They will be accommodated in 1,388 dwell- 
ings comprising 1,298 flats, 50 houses and 40 mews cottages. 

A special development company, the Hyde Park 
Property Development Co., Ltd., which is being jointly 
financed by the Commissioners and Messrs. Wates, Ltd., 
will undertake their first project in Sussex-square. It will 
consist of the redevelopment of the north side of the 
square as flats. The redevelopment plan, which may in 
total cost up to £10m., has been agreed to in principle by the 
London County Council. The next ten years will, accord- 
ing to the plan, see the provision of two 20-storey blocks, 
one of 12-storeys and five of 10-storeys. The present 
proposals are subject to foundation test borings and to 
specific planning applications.

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Review of City Redevelopment in 1957 


COMMITTEE’S REPORT TO COURT OF COMMON COUNCIL 


JREBUILDING activities in the City of 

London during the past year com- 
pare favourably with 1955, the peak for 
post-war years, reports the Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee in its 
review for 1957, presented to the Court 
of Common Council at its meeting on 
April 17. It is estimated that the amount 
of capital expenditure on major projects 
completed in the post-war period up to 
and including December, 1957, exceeds 
£36m.; the expenditure involved in work 
under construction is about £25m., 
making an overall total of about 
£61m. There is a further £25m. which 
represents the estimated value of 
developments which have received plan- 
ning permission but have not yet been 
started. 

The report states that in terms of floor 
space the new buildings erected during this 
year will provide approximately 
2,161,800 sq. ft., bringing the total overall 
floor space of building completed or under 
construction, and approved but not yet 
started, to 19,450,000 sq. ft. This represents 
70 per cent. of the floor space lost through 
war damage. 


Reference is made to the three 
storey car parks—Aldersgate, Upper 
Thames-street and Minories—for which 
applications for erection have been granted 
and which will provide accommodation for 
1,000 vehicles. Car parks to be provided 
within the curtilage of office and other 
developments permitted during the year 
would provide further parking space for 
some 900 cars, bringing the total ultimate 
accommodation in this category to approxi- 
mately 3,460 cars, and making total overall 
provision for 4,460 vehicles. Space for 
another 250 would eventually be available 
on Route 11. 

The report goes on to state that as in 
the past two years, there has been a decrease 
in the service of purchase notices, while 
the number of purchases by agreement has 
increased. During 1957, twelve purchase 
notices were confirmed and 29 purchases by 
agreement completed.

Redevelopment Units 


Under the heading of Redevelopment 
Units and Compulsory Purchase Orders, it 
is reported that 307 acquisitions under such 
orders, and 54 purchases by agreement, had 
been completed up to the end of 1957. The 
total expenditure involved in the redevelop- 
ment units, including site clearance costs 
and allowing for receipts of Ministry of 
Transport grant on Route 11, is £6,387,821. 

The committee state that they have under 
consideration the formation of two further 
redevelopment units, the Tower Hill area 
and the Houndsditch/ Aldgate area, in order 
to secure at any early date the redevelop- 
ment of these war damaged areas, and to 
consolidate the considerable purchase notice 
acquisitions already made. 

In the review of disposal of land in 
redevelopment units, it is reported: * There 
is no indication of any change in the con- 
stant demand for land to be taken on build- 
ing lease, despite the credit restrictions which 


followed the increase in bank rate during 
the year. Recent offers made for sites for 
office buildings support the view that such 
sites are at a premium and that no difficulty 
will be experienced in disposing of land 
which the Corporation has already pur- 
chased or intends to acquire for such 
development.’ 

Considerable interest continued to be 
shown in the Barbican area, particularly in 
respect of office blocks adjacent to Route 11. 
During the year terms had been agreed for 
the disposal of three sites; and as consolida- 
tion of the remaining area proceeded by 
acquisition, further sites would become 
available in the near future to meet this 
demand. 


In an appendix to the report, details are 
given of planning decisions with regard to 
building developments. The figures are: 
Unconditional permissions, 125 in 1957 (122 
in 1956; 111 in 1955); outline and conditional 
permissions, 118 (87; 77); temporary per- 
missions, 90 (72; 95); drawings and details 
approved, 47 (55, 73); refusals, 35 (50; 70). 

Planning Methods Criticised 

The only comment upon the report came 
from Mr. A. ANDERSON. He said he was of 
the opinion that the City was being planned 
in too great detail. A large number of 
property owners had been frustrated, and 
had no alternative but to serve purchase 
notices upon the Corporation. 

In a great many cases they were properties 
which the Corporation did not really want. 
The result was that after a time the Cor- 
poration were left with a collection of 
properties in an area. Not being able to 
deal with them independently, it was com- 
pelled to make a redevelopment order for 
the area, a move which required the 
acquisition of even more property. 

The Court carried a motion, moved by 
Mr. CHARLES GLENNY, ‘that the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee be 
instructed to submit to the Court estimates 
of the additional cost to the rates through 
the adoption of a system of elevated 
pedestrian footways north of Route 11, and 
the consequential additional cost for cleans- 
ing, policing and fire precautions, hydrants, 
etc.’ 

Mr. Glenny said that it might come as a 
surprise to members to know that the Court 
had technically approved and committed 
itself to an experiment in segregating 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic on a scale 
without precedent in the British Isles. 

He said that the court had given planning 
permission for three schemes, two for the 
same site on route 11 and one on the 
north-eastern fringe of the Barbican area, 
where approval was subject to a number of 
conditions. One of these, common to all 
three, was that provision had to be made 
for pedestrian footways to be connected, by 
means of bridges to other developments. 
There would be a general continuance of 
the system throughout the comprehensive 
development area. 

Mr. Glenny said that approval of these 
three planning permissions had committed 
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the court to ‘this vast experiment.’ 
not want to discuss the merits or demerits 
of the idea, but felt that the cost to the 
ratepayers should be made known in order 
that the Court might decide whether the 
advantages of the principle were worth the 
expense 


He did 


‘I submit that it is not too late to set 
in motion the revocation of the planning 
permission which permitted it. If my 
assumption is correct, that it was technic- 
ally an inadvertent move by this Court, 
revocation would be justified,’ he added. 

Mr. R. WHITTINGTON supported the prin- 
ciple of pedestrian and carriageways on 
different levels, and said that if it were 
adopted, the City would be a more com- 
fortable place. 

In his reply, MR. BENJAMIN ARTHUR, chair- 
man of the Improvements and Town Plan- 
ning Committee, said he would not oppose 
the notice of motion, which was not intended 
to be a challenge to the recommendations 
of the Court. 

He said that the recommendations which 
came before the Court made it quite clear 
as to what the proposals were for elevated 
footways. The Court had accepted the 
scheme in principle, and it was not good 
enough for his committee to be instructed 
not to carry out something which was part 
of the policy already adopted by the Court. 

He told the Court that on the last occa- 
sion on which planning permission was 
granted with the proviso that the develope: 
would bear the cost of elevated footways, 
the words ‘if required’ were added, and 
that did, to some extent, protect their posi- 
tion. 

Mr. GLENNY said that if the Court should 
carry the motion he would accept the chair- 
man’s statement that any other planning per- 
mission requiring the pedestrian footway 
condition would have the words ‘ if required ’ 
inserted. 


Hillgate House Scheme 


During the meeting conditional permis- 
sion was granted for the development of 
Hillgate House. This is on a site bounded 
by Ludgate Hill, Old Bailey and Seacoal- 
lane, excluding the London Electricity Board 
building in Seacoal-lane. The proposal is 
for the erection of new comprehensive 
development, comprising a 12-storey block 
of offices next to Seacoal-lane, an eight- 
storey block—shops with offices over 
next to Ludgate Hill, and an _ eight- 
storey block next to Seacoal-lane, and a six- 
storey block next to Old Bailey, both with 
shops on the ground floor with offices over 
The whole development will have two base- 
ments to be used as a car park for 129 
cars, restaurant, storage, etc., 
public houses. (Theo. Birks, 
Place, W1.)

Harp-lane and part of Harp-lane: erection 
of a building comprising basement, ground 
and six upper floors for use as offices.

Drawings and details of the following 
were approved: 

Part of 15 and 17 Plough-place, part of 
17 to 23 Bartletts-buildings, and the site ex- 
tending to New-street and Thavies Inn, 
including parts.of 9 to 18 Thavies Inn and 
part of 16 New Street-square: building of 
two basements, ground floor and six floors 
over, for use as car park in the two base- 
ments with entrance on part of the ground 
floor for use in conjunction with the two 
‘Daily Mirror’ buildings, a public house 
on the ground floor, the remainder of the 
ground floor for commercial showrooms and 
six upper floors for use as offices (February 
27, 1958). 


HINKLEY POINT NUC- 
LEAR POWER STATION 
Rapid Progress Reported 


RAPD progress has been made on the 

construction of what will be the largest 
nuclear power station in the world—Hinkley 
Point, Somerset. It is being built for the 
Central Electricity Generating Board by the 
English Electric-Babcock and Wilcox-Taylor 
Woodrow atomic power group and will be in 
operation by 1962. The group, in associa- 
tion with the Board, also designed the station, 
of which models and other displays form 
one of the chief British exhibits at Brussels 
International Exhibition. Mr. Frederick 
Gibberd, CBE, FRIBA, was the consulting 
architect. 

The power station will not only be by far 
the largest of the four natural uranium, gas- 
cooled, graphite-moderated type now under 
construction in the United Kingdom, but its 
net electrical output, 500,000 kW, will be 
something like 60 per cent. more than is ex- 
pected from other reactors of comparable 
size. It will be the first to provide electricity 
within the average generating cost at present 
applicable in the United Kingdom of .65 
pence per unit. 

These advances are the result of careful 
design study, coupled with the choice of a 
site which provides freely for the substantial 
cooling water requirements. Output will be 
nearly three times that of the combined 
Calder Hall ‘A’ and ‘B’ installations, the 
world’s first atomic energy power stations on 
which Taylor Woodrow will complete the 
building and civil engineering work later this 


ear. 

At Hinkley Point a major earth stripping 
and moving operation has been completed. 
In just over three months, 175,000 cubic 
yards of rock and earth were moved, despite 
the winter conditions, and work on the con- 
crete foundations of the first reactor was 
completed by mid-April. Construction of the 
90 ft. high, 75 ft. diameter biological shields 
started in April; progress is being made on 


the foundations for the circulator houses 
and steam raising units; and excavation has 
begun over the area of the turbine house. 

Another important development is taking 
place on the sea front where a 3,000 ft. long 
mass concrete sea wall is to be constructed, 
incorporating the pumphouse for the circulat- 
ing water system. Sea water will be used for 
cooling purposes at the rate of 35 million 
gallons per hour conveyed to the pumphouse 
through two 11 ft. diameter tunnels from an 
intake structure 2,200 ft. offshore. 

The first stage was the reduction of the 
sea front area to a general level of 36 ft. 
above sea level; the excavated material being 
used to reclaim parts of the fore-shore 
(which formed part of the land over 100 
years ago). The reclaimed area will be up 
to 250 ft. wide and 3,000 ft. long and will 
house some of the site buildings. 

Preliminary investigation on requirements 
of the work on the cooling water system, for 
which the use of divers was necessary, 
began some time ago and constructional 
work began in April. 

Perhaps the most striking change to the 
Hinkley Point countryside is now evident in 
the form of the extensive workshop facilities 
which have now been built on site ready for 
occupation by teams from English Electric 
and Babcock and Wilcox, Taylor Woodrow’s 
associates in this great project. A small 
tewnship now exists adjacent to the site 
capable of housing 400 men complete with 
all necessary and vital welfare and amenity 
facilities for the tremendous labour force 
which will eventually be employed on this 
contract. 

A comprehensive network of site roads 
are being constructed. Huge concrete batch- 
ing plants tower skywards and at night the 
scene is transformed by batteries of flood- 
lights. 

The present labour force totals 1,200. 

The essential first stage of this project was 
the construction of the main access road to 
this isolated site—a separate contract 
awarded to Taylor Woodrow by the Somer- 
set County Council. A total of six miles of 
new or improved road had to be made, 20 ft. 
wide, and of exceptional strength to take the 
heavy loads of equipment required in the 
station construction, and including several 
bridges and culverts. 

The time taken, 21 weeks, is regarded as a 
national record for a road of this size and 
strength. 


SURREY TO REVIEW 
PLANNING ORGANISATION 


Sub-committee Appointed 


A SPECIAL sub-committee have been 
appointed by Surrey Town and Country 
Planning Committee to review the Surrey 
scheme of organisation and administration 
for town and country planning. In their 
report the committee recall that they have 
for some time felt that at an appropriate 
moment arrangements should be reviewed in 
the light of the experience which had been 
gained since the coming into operation of 
the Town and Country Planning Act, 1947. 

‘There would now appear to be no 
reason, says the report, ‘for delaying 
further the contemplated review of the 
scheme, particularly as the issue of approval 
by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government to the Surrey Development 
Plan is now imminent.’ 
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GENERATING STATION 
CONSTRUCTION 


MoHLG Circular on Changes in 
Consent Procedure 


HE Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government issued, on April 14, Circu- 

lar No. 28/58 which draws attention to 
certain provisions of the Electricity Act, 
1957, informs authorities of certain changes 
which are being made in the procedure for 
obtaining consent to the construction of 
new generating stations and overhead lines. 


It has been the practice of local planning 
authorities, before making their observations 
on these matters to consult a variety of 
bodies and departments. They were asked, 
by means of circulars, to carry out in those 
cases where deemed permission was sought, 
the same consultation as would be necessary 
under the General Development Order if 
permission were being sought under Section 
14 of the Act in the ordinary way. 


Since these circulars were issued, however, 
it is pointed out, the consultations carried out 
by Electricity Boards themselves have been 
much extended, and in view of this and 
changes in the law made by the Electricity 
Aet, 1957, authorities are now invited to 
review their practice on certain lines sug- 
gested, the object of these being to elimin- 
ate any unnecessary delays and duplications 
while at the same time giving full oppor- 
tunity for the consideration of views ex- 
pressed by both public and private interests. 

The circular goes on to suggest that in 
future authorities should not feel obliged to 
consult any Government Departments in 
regard to Electricity Board proposals. This 
does not mean they are not free to do so on 
occasions when they feel it necessary in 
order to form a balanced view of their own. 


In addition to obtaining the consent of 
the Minister of Power, Electricity Boards 
may, in certain cases, have to obtain other 
statutory consents in connection with the 
proposed development (e.g. from the 
Ministry of Works and Civil Aviation in re- 
spect of navigation and coast protection, 
River Boards, and Navigation Authorities). 
Electricity Boards will inform local authori- 
ties what other statutory consents are 
relevant to the case. 


There remain certain other bodies Electri- 
city Boards may consult according to the 
nature of the case. In future, when sub- 
mitting proposals for observations on Form 
B, Boards will inform local planning authori- 
ties of such consultations and, in general 
terms, of their results. Normally it will not 
be necessary for authorities to repeat these 
consultations on their own behalf unless 
some point of disagreement is left outstand- 
ing which they feel it important to investi- 
gate. 

The Minister hopes that these new arrange- 
ments will result in the better representation 
and consideration of important points, and 
also in the avoidance of unnecessary delay 
in getting these points considered. He asks 
all local planning authorities concerned to 
co-operate in achieving these objectives and 
to make it their aim, when formally con- 
sulted by the Electricity Boards, to give their 
views within at most two months of receiving 
Form B.

IN PARLIAMENT

The Budget Debate 


MEMBERS of Parliament who returned 
to Westminster on April 15 after the 
Easter recess to hear Mr. Heathcoat Amory 
present his first Budget can scarcely have 
been surprised when they found there was 
little in it to enthuse about. Indeed, there 
was so little in it for the Opposition to 
praise or blame that they were thrown back 
on threatening to move a motion of censure 
on the Government’s policy which had led 
to the Chancellor producing what Mr. 
HAROLD Witson, their chief spokesman, 
described as a ‘ mouse of a Budget.’ 

As was generally expected from earlier 
pronouncements by leading Ministers, Mr 
Amory indicated very firmly that it was too 
early yet to contemplate any relaxation of 
the credit squeeze. In spite of the recovery 
from last year’s difficulties, and the fact that 
the economy was capable of meeting a 
higher level of demand this year than was 
likely to be made on it, the country was 
not yet strong enough to resume a policy 
of general expansion. On the other hand, 
he indicated that no intensification of the 
disinflationary measures would be necessary. 

Emphasising that the need for caution, 
which was his by-word, should not lead to 
an overlooking of the problem of patches 
of severe and persistent unemployment, he 
outlined in broad general terms the plans 
the Government had in mind for dealing 
with difficulties in development areas, in- 
cluding the provision of finance to assist in 
the development of dry docks. 


The Main Proposals 


Against the background of consolidation 
and caution he announced his proposals for 
the year. Thin as they were, they dealt 
chiefly with a reorganisation of purchase 
and profits tax. Among the other decisions 
was one to increase the existing initial allow- 
ances by a quarter so that they became 25 
per cent. for plant and machinery and 124 
per cent. for industrial building. The pur- 
pose of this was to give practical encourage- 
ment to plans for future development in 
industry being made with confidence. 

In the debate which followed, Mrs. 
HARRIET SLATER, dealing with the Chancel- 
lor’s reference to patches of unemployment, 
and to his plan to cut loans to local authori- 
ties by £27m., said that some areas had 
much more unemployment than others, but 
one industry in which unemployment was 
growing because of Government policy was 
the building industry. In almost every part 
of the country, building workers, both 
craftsmen and labourers, were suffering a 
threat of insecurity such as they had not 
known since 1945. 

That aspect of unemployment, which 
was not peculiar to one area but to most, 
would be affected by a cutting back in local 
authority spending. She was thinking par- 
ticularly of house building. Most local 
authorities, especially in the industrial areas, 
had seriously, drastically, and, she thought, 
dangerously cut down their house-building 
programmes. The Budget meant that build- 
ing workers and others concerned in the in- 
dustry would again suffer a knock. 


Building Controls 


Strangely enough it was left to Mr. 
MAUDLING, the Paymaster-General, to in- 
troduce one of Mr. Harold Wilson's 
favourite ‘hobby-horses’ of economic 
debates in the past, that of building con- 
trols. He indicated the major extension of 
the initial allowances proposed by the 
Chancellor to encourage more fixed invest- 
ment in 1959, and pointed out that the 
greater part of expenditure on building was 
on maintenance. The next large item was 
factory building, and it was extremely 
difficult for any Government, even a 
Labour Government, to tell industrialists 
what factories were wasteful and what were 
not. All that could be done was to make 
it expensive and difficult for them to raise 
the money to earn the profits to finance the 
factories. 


Did Mr. Wilson really arrogate to him- 
self the right to declare among the many 
branches of the export trade what was 
essential and what was not? Even for Mr. 
Wilson that was an extraordinary view. The 
Government's policy was that where there 
were unused resources—that where 
there was substantial local unemployment 

-they would give assistance to sound pro- 
jects. If it was the opinion of the Opposi- 
tion that one could in detail decide what 
factories were essential and what were in- 
essential, the prospects for encouraging in- 
vestment in the event of their becoming the 
Government were small indeed. 


Apart from the Bill, which the Chan- 
cellor told the House would be introduced 
to deal with difficulties in the development 
areas, Mr. Amory has written to the 
Capital Issues Committees about the issue 
of credit for projects there. He points out 
that while the need to maintain credit res- 
trictions remains, the Government wish 
that projects for sound developments in 
areas where unemployment is substantially 
above the average should not be held back 
by lack of credit or finance. His guidance 
to the committee was that it would be con- 
sistent with Government policy for them 
to recommend consent for the raising of 
finance for such projects provided those 
proposals were otherwise acceptable to 
them.

Research on Farm Buildings 
[ NEFFICIENT construction and recon 


struction of farm buildings about 
which the Farm Buildings Association has 
expressed grave concern, were mentioned in 
the House of Lords on April 15 by Lorp 
Forses, after ViscOUNT HAILSHAM, Lord 
President of the Council, had answered a 
question about progress in research on 
farm buildings. 


ViscOUNT HAILSHAM Said that the com- 
mittee set up 12 months ago to review and 
co-ordinate current research on farm build- 
ings and to recommend new or additional 
research on the subject was actively 
engaged on the task. A comprehensive ex- 
amination of all the existing literature was 
being made and information collected on 
research in progress both in Britain and 
overseas. A special unit had been estab- 
lished to carry out surveys designed to 
obtain detailed information about existing 
farm buildings, successful adaptations of 
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old buildings and the most 
mediate needs of farmers.

Lorp Forses, after referring to the Farm 
Buildings Association’s fears, suggested 
that the matter should be treated as urgent, 
particularly as public funds were available 
for this type of work. 

VISCOUNT HAILSHAM Said that the Secre- 
tary of State for Scotland, in his capacity 
as agricultural Minister, would be delighted 
to provide advice about present construc 
tion. 

Eart St. ALDWyn, Parliamentary Secre 
tary, Ministry of Agriculture, replying to 
Lorp WISE on the same day, said that it 
was one of the published conditions of the 
Farm Improvement Scheme that only im 
provements costing £100 or more would 
qualify for grant. The records did not dis- 
tinguish applications submitted, in spite of 
those published conditions, for grants on 
expenditure of less than £100, but no such 
applications would have been approved 

He added, in reply to a further question, 
that there could be jn an application any 
number of schemes, and provided that they 
together amounted to £100 they would then 
be eligible for grant. The Ministry 
brought home as best they could to appli- 
cants that they might join together as many 
different schemes as they could to raise the 
total to more than £100 


Payment of Grants 


Mr. Hare, Minister of Agriculture, 
announced in the Commons on April 17 
that regulations introducing arrangements 
for paying farm improvement grants had 
been made and were’ being presented to 
Parliament that day. They would operate 
from April 21. From that date it would 
be possible for a wide range of improve 
ments and part improvements to be in- 
cluded for grant on the basis of actual or 
standard costs at the option of the applicant 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Import of Baths 


Mr. BarTeR asked the Minister of Works, 
what was the output of cast-iron baths in 
the United Kingdom in 1957; to what extent 
this was sufficient to meet the home and ex 
port demand; and to what extent it was ex- 
pected that United Kingdom manufacturing 
capacity would exceed demand during the 
current year 

Mr. HuGH Mo tson, replying on April 15, 
said.—I regret that figures of output of cast- 
iron baths are no longer collected so that I 
cannot answer the first or last parts of this 
question. I am _ satisfied that present 
capacity is sufficient to meet both home and 
export demand. 

Mr. Barter asked the Minister to bear 
in mind that there was a surplus of 
capacity in the British bath manufacturing 
industry and to call the attention of the 
President of the Board of Trade to that so 
that he also would be aware of the circum- 
stances in which the Socialist-controlled 
Barking borough council could specify 
baths of Hungarian manufacture, thus creat- 
ing an embargo on the products of British 
workmen. 

Mr. MoLson said that he had no reason 
to suppose that the small importation of 
Hungarian baths under a payments agree- 
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ment was having any adverse effect on the 
large British production. 

Mr. HastinGs, who is Labour member 
for Barking, asked if the Minister was aware 
that great trouble was taken by the Barking 
council to obtain what they wanted, and be- 
cause they were unsuccessful in getting 
British goods, they had to go abroad for 
them. 

Mr. MOoLson said that he was not aware 
of that, but was extremely glad to know 
that the council obtained what they wanted. 
He had no doubt that very satisfactory 
baths were also produced by the British 
industry. 

DAME FLORENCE HorsspruGH asked if the 
Minister could suggest in what way a Hun- 
garian bath was better than a British bath. 

Mr. Avsu asked if it was not a fact that 
there were price-fixing arrangements in the 
bath-making industry of Britain. 


Expenditure on Materials 


Sik ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Works if he would publish the closest 
approximate total of the amount nationally 
spent in the last three consecutive years for 
which figures were available on the manu- 
facture and handling of the trades allied to 
the building industry such as cement mak- 
ing, brick making, quarrying, stone cutting, 
crushed stone work, structural steel, glass 
work, tile work and terra cotta work, 
timber, the timber trade, brass work, 
joinery manufacture, paint and so forth, in 
Great Britain. 

Mr. MOoLson, in a written reply, stated.— 
No detailed statistics are available, but it is 
estimated very approximately that the total 
expenditure at current prices on all building 
materials and fitments delivered to con- 
tractors’ sites in each of the last three years 
was, respectively, £740m., £840m. and 
£870m. 


INDEX OF WHOLESALE 
PRICES AND OUTPUT 


Building Figures Held 


THe INDEX OF WHOLESALE Prices for 
March of (a) building and civil engineering 
materials and (b) house building materials 
at 111.5 and 111.3 respectively show no 
change over the indices for February. They 
remain 0.1 and 0.8 respectively below com- 
parable figures for March, 1957. The index 
of output by the building and civil 
engineering industry (other than for repairs) 
for March is, at 114, one point lower than 
for December but one point above the 
March 1957 index. (In these calculations 
1954 = 100.)

LMBA 
‘Wear Your Safety Helmet’ 


AY hos STANLEY FARROW, president of 
é the LMBA, appeared in a safety 
helmet when he addressed the annual 
general meeting of the London Building and 
Engineering Contractors Accident Prevention 
Group in the Safety Centre, Horseferry-road, 
last week. 

“I am wearing this safety helmet today,’ 
he said, ‘because if helmets came into 
common use in the building industry they 
could be a symbol that we are really inter- 
ested in questions of safety and accident 
prevention. We all recognise the miner by 
his helmet, and over recent years the use 
of helmets by motor cyclists has become 
very common. I hope the day will come, 
and come soon, when we shall be able to 
identify the men of the construction in- 
dustry by their own particular safety helmet. 

“We all feel a 
bit stupid when we 
make _ ourselves 
look unusual, and 
we would all] feel 
a bit stupid at first 
if we began to 
wear these helmets 
on our jobs. But 
if only we—man- 
agers, architects, 
building inspectors, 
engineers, sub-con- 
tractors and trade 
union officials — 
were to wear them 
regularly we would very soon find that they 
were accepted by the operatives as standard 
practice.’ 

Speaking of accident frequency rates, Mr. 
Farrow said he believed that the wider use 
of this system, so that one firm could com- 
pare its results with another, would be of 
real value. It would introduce an element 
of competition between firm and firm, a 
technique widely used in the United States. 
There it was common practice for firms to 
install special accident boards on their sites, 
showing the frequency of accidents, when 
the last accident occurrred, and the total 
for the site. 

‘We all know,’ said Mr. Farrow, ‘the 
horror provoked by an aircraft crash or a 
shipping disaster, and the almost complete 
lack of interest in the daily toll of the 
roads. Similarly, when one bears in mind 
that the total number of reportable acci- 
dents in the building industry—approxi- 
mately 15,000—represents less than one per 
annum for every member of our National 
Federation, one realises the difficulty of the 
problem we have to deal with. Many firms 
with only a very few accidents each year 
wonder why there should be any need for 
them to worry. 

‘The problem has been discussed for 
many years without our finding any really 
satisfactory solution, but now, thanks to the 
lead given by the Birmingham Safety Group. 
ably assisted by members of your Group, 
arrangements are being made to set up a 
training centre in London. A suitable site 
has been found, and I hope we may look 
forward to rapid progress. In this the 
LMBA will be willing to assist in any way 
it can.”

WAGES DECISIONS 
Some Small Concessions Agreed 


T the meeting of the National Joint 

Council for the Building Industry, on 
April 15, the ad hoc committee which had 
examined the operatives’ claims for (a) a 
40-hour week; (b) a general wage increase 
of 8d. per hour; and (c) a consequential 
shift-rate increase for watchmen; reported 
that it had been unable to reach any agree- 
ment. 

As briefly reported in our last issue, the 
Council itself, after discussion, also disagreed 
and, under Rule 12, the stage of deadlock 
was reached on these claims. The Joixi 
Council thereupon adjourned and, by 
general consent, the Special Committee stage 
of the deadlock procedure was carried out 
during the adjournment. On resumption the 
Joint Council agreed that claims (a) and 
(b) above be referred for arbitration by the 
Industrial Disputes Tribunal. 

With respect to other claims, the general 
purposes committee reported upon its 
examination of Constitutional Amendment 
Notices as follows :— 

(a) Daily Travelling—No agreement had 
been reached on the operatives’ claim for 
amendment of NWR6A(1) in regard to men 
transferred from one site to another. 
National Working Rule 6C(1) applies to men 


sent by the Ministry of Labour at an 
employer’s specific request. The General 
Purposes Committee recommended _ the 


Council to remove, from this Rule, the five 
miles limitation of qualification. 

(b) Qualified Benders and Fixers.—The 
General Purposes Committee had failed to 
agree on this claim for craft status. 

(c) Trades Chargehands.—The Joint Coun- 
cil was recommended to increase the mini- 
mum plus rate for trades chargehands from 
2d. to 3d. per hour. 

(d) Night Gangs.—The Joint Council was 
recommended to increase the existing plus 
rate of 5d. for Night Gangs to 7d. per hour. 

(e) Height Money—NWR3A(e).—The 
General Purposes Committee had concluded 
that the particular amendment proposed by 
the operatives would not overcome the diffi- 
culties of which evidence had been given; 
but had suggested that a small technical 
committee should re-examine the Rule in 
the light of present-day conditions. 

(f) Tower Crane Operators and (g) Fire- 
brick Work and Cleaning of Stonework.— 
These matters had been deferred for fur- 
ther consideration. 

The Joint Council decided to adopt the 
recommendations of the General Purposes 
Committee in regard to amendment of 
NWR6C(1) and the raising of plus rates for 
trades chargehands and night gangs. The 
decisions are being referred to adherent 
bodies for ratification. 

As regards height money the Joint Coun- 
cil agreed that, at its annual meeting on 
April 30, a technical committee would be 
appointed.

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Ownership & Administration of New Towns 
PROFITS AND CONTROL 


MBS. ELIZABETH LAYTON, an econo- 
“"“ mist who has played a part in the 
development of Harlow New Town, through 
her research activities, spoke at the Housing 
Centre, on February 25, on the future of the 
New Towns as a whole. In the chair was 
SmR PARKER Morris, former town clerk of 
Westminster, who said the question now 
arose as to who in the future was to be 
responsible for the vast national investment 
represented by the New Towns, in which all 
taxpayers held a share. The problem was 
unique, there being no real precedent on 
which to base a policy decision. 

Mrs. LayTron reminded 
that there were 15 New Towns up and 
down the country which were already 
worth a great deal of money and would 
in time be worth much more. 

After expressing some surprise that there 
should have been so little discussion about 
the future administration of the six New 
Towns now nearly at the end of their pro- 
gramme and that what discussion had taken 
place had been so emotional and political, 
Mrs. Layton said it might be argued that the 
functions and powers of a possible central 
agency for the New Towns were not yet 
known, so that it was not clear whether it 
was intended that some property should pass 
into private hands. It was apparent that 
there were profits in the New Towns, but the 
profitable things were industry and com- 
merce and it would not make sense for the 
Government to sell these to private enterprise. 
For the unprofitable part of the development 
private enterprise, of course, would not bid. 
Mrs. Layton said she did not therefore 
believe that there was any need to consider 
the possibility of private enterprise owner- 
ship. The choice remained between owner- 
ship by local authorities or by some central 
agency 

After pointing out that in the New Towns 
Act the Minister was empowered, but not 
compelled eventually to transfer the New 
Towns to local authorities, Mrs. Layton said 
we could not argue at this stage that the 
Government was already committed in the 
matter of their future ownership.

A Delayed Return . 


There had been a great deal of misunder- 
standing about the financial background of 
the New Towns, she said. They had been 
built out of loans, with a delayed return, from 
the taxpayer’s pocket. Not only had capital 
from public funds gone into them, there had 
been and would continue to be, heavy ex- 
penditure on subsidies. The subsidy position 
of the New Towns was exceptional, because 
over 90 per cent. of the housing was sub- 
sidised compared with about 30 per cent. in 
a normal town. This meant a heavy drain, 
of a unique kind, on the Exchequer. 

It must be remembered that about 75 per 
cent. of the development in the New Towns 
was housing. Profits would come not from 
this, but from industry and commerce. These 
profits would vary and in the early years 
would not in most cases be very consider- 
able. It was unrealistic to think that the 
Treasury or the taxpayer could forgo these 
profits and still pay a subsidy. This was a 


point which enormously complicated the 
problems of handing over the New Towns 
to local authorities. 

Another major financial problem was that 
of the basis on which any valuation could 
be made. If a date for the handover, say 
10 years hence, were fixed, it was difficult 
to think of a satisfactory method of arriving 
at a valuation which would be fair both to 
the local authorities and to the taxpayers. 
If it were assumed that values would rise 
over the next 60 to 100 years and the New 
Towns were handed over to the local authori- 
ties at the current valuation, then the tax- 
payer would be deprived of the investment 
value of his original outlay. 

Qn the other hand, if it were assumed to 
be impossible to arrive at a true assessment 
now, or even in 10 years’ time, of the long- 
term profits and it were agreed that they 
should be shared on some kind of 50-50 
basis, the local authorities would be putting 
themselves in the hands of the Treasury. 

Continuing Mrs. Layton drew attention 
to the probability, if the local authorities 
became owners of the New Towns, that, 
owing to the very large proportion of the 
housing then being local-authority owned, 
it would tend to become a political issue in 
the New Towns. 


Different Set-up 


She wondered whether comparatively 
small local authorities, such as district 
councils or small boroughs, were really the 
right type to assume the organisation and 
control of property worth perhaps £50m. 
now, and much more §fater. During 
the development period the New Towns had 
been run by general managers. The function 
and set-up were quite different then from 
what they would be later, when it would be 
largely a question of management. A 
property-owning association was not neces- 
sarily happily and well-run by committees 
and yet local authorities would not be in a 
position statutorily to delegate to individuals 
functions comparable with those of the 
general manager of a development corpora- 
tion and decisions would have to be taken by 
committees. Mrs. Layton doubted whether 
this would work satisfactorily, especially 
during the next 10 or 15 years, when there 
would still be a lot of development going on 
and in some cases redevelopment. 

Local government organisation would 
mean committee organisation. How might a 
central agency with a local agency on the 
lines of the Government statement work”? 
There would be two main problems. One 
would be concerned with central organisa- 
tion, the other with local organisation. The 
chief problem of the central organisation 
would be that of freeing it from Ministry or 
Treasury control. If it were run from White- 
hall in the way the development corpora- 
tions were run at present it would be 
disastrous. 

The central agency should be small in 
structure, said Mrs. Layton. Nothing was 
so effective as smallness for ensuring that 
people were not prevented from doing things 
that needed doing. The agency must also 
concentrate on major things. Only a very 
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small administrative staff would be neces- 
sary. The chief problem would be to obtain 
adequate representation of the local 
authority. 

On the question of profits, Mrs. Layton 
thought these should not entirely go to the 
New Towns themselves, since this would 
not be fair to the taxpayers and the rest of 
the country. But as the New Towns were 
poor and lacked many of the amenities which 
the older towns had acquired over the years, 
a proportion of the profits should be allocated 
to them for their own use. As soon as the 
New Towns were equipped with adequate 
services the rest of the profits should go 
back to a central pool for the benefit of other 
New Towns, or for some other purpose. 


‘BOUNCE & BUILDING’ 


A Personal Investigation” into 
the Causes of High Costs 


G ENERALISATIONS can be 

dangerous, especially when they 
originate in a desire for a scapegoat. But 
the public’s opinion of the building trade 
as wasteful and inefficient is, unfortu- 
nately, confirmed by costs. Knowing 
much of the skill of architects and 
engineers, the careful planning and bril- 
liant draughtmanship, the unrivalled 
competence of quantity surveyors, on the 
one hand, and the great range of varied 
materials, chemicals and machinery to 
back them up, I was for long a puzzled 
man. 

Three years ago I decided to get to the 
bottom of the mystery by working as a 
craftsman on picked jobs, 

The first of these was a research estab- 
lishment where it was quite obvious 
money did not matter. This money point 
was important for a reason I will stress 
later. After four months I moved to a 
public utility installation where the archi- 
tecture had been given much thought. 
The last two years have been spent in 
approximately equal periods on the latest 
types of rc and steel framed structures in 
the £300,000 range. 

Now I believe that I have found, with- 
ovt any doubt, the solution to the 
mystery. Sportingly it can be given as 
Inefficient Charge Hands by Bounce out 
of Unthinking Builders. 

I still remain staggered by the thought 
that the vital importance of the charge 
hand is so completely misunderstood. 
The evidence, however, is overwhelming. 
Because of this misconception of a vital 
role I feel there is ample excuse for a 
little emphasis on detail. On one job, 
with all the latest ‘mod. con.’ of * Porta- 
silos,’ tower crane, etc., the wages bill 
approximated to £50 per hour, or nearly 
£1 per minute when ‘employers’ addi- 
tions’ are reckoned with. In one sec- 
tion alone I computed, without losing any 
time on the rather mechanical job I had 
in hand, an unnecessary weekly loss by 
pure idleness of £30. 

I cast no reflection on operatives by the 
word ‘ idleness,’ but refer to waiting for 
material long known to be wanted, or for 
decisions on detail which should have 
been in hand. 

The next loss, again involving time and 
money, was harder to sum up, but it 
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played a vital part in the final analysis. 
This was caused by the necessity to use 
unsuitable materials and sizes. Skilled 
mechanics would take treble time in 
* matching ’ odd units, a process that was 
followed by lengthy adjusting operations 
by the plasterers. 

A further loss in this section also had 
a disastrous effect on some other units. 
It was a strangely jealous tribal-like 
attempt to isolate operatives. If one 
charge hand was temporarily over- 
whelmed, and needed help from a similar 
tradesman, one could almost see the tail 
feathers rise in indignant refusal! 


Another outstanding impediment to 
progress concerned priority, which was 
clearly modelled on ‘ battleship’ lines. If 
an emergency decision was required woe 
betide the craftsman who, seeing the 
agent or engineer close by, forgot the drill 
and dared to seek immediate enlighten- 
ment. No. tools must be dropped, charge 
hands sought and the inquiry launched 
in the correct manner! 

Internecine warfare was common to 
all the jobs I worked on. It not only 
made relations unpleasant, but had an 
adverse effect upon progress and costs. 

It did not take long to put one’s finger 
on the trouble. For some inexplicable 
reason all the charge hands were under- 
paid, often taking less home each week 
than some of their operatives! The added 
inducement was always ‘security’ and 
large firms were actually offering general 
foremen £12 per week. Naturally the 
really competent man ridiculed such 
terms, bemg quite able to earn two and 
three pounds a week more without ‘ office 
worry.” 

Time and again this let in the man with 
“bounce,” buoyed up by a clique of blue- 
eyed boys, which in turn again helped to 
split up individual sectional harmony. 

This phenomenon is, of course, not 
new. What was new to me, bewildering 
in its revelation, was that in every job 
taking over three years to complete, the 
type predominated. The standing of the 
firms increased the amazement which was 
mounting within me. The older and 
larger the firm the more it suffered from 
the parasite. I really felt my inquiries 
had reached their zenith when, after a 
few days with a large 100-year-old firm, 
I was compelled to stand with a bunch 
of admiring (or dumbfounded!) crafts- 
men and listen to the reading of some 
stanzas composed by the charge hand, 
and neatly written on office stationery. 
When I saw a workman change his pants 
and go and have his hair cut in working 
hours and the job tipster spend practi- 
cally all the morning studying form my 
plate was full. 

I cannot imagine any other industry 
where such a state of affairs can be 
duplicated. My three years has covered 
a sufficient area to convince me that the 
disease is No. | for the building trade. 
Discussing this with a brilliant area 
manager for an old London firm I learnt 
that his foreman carpenter on a £200,000 
job was receiving £24 per week. He 
stressed his view that the only answer to 
the builder’s problem was the £1,500 a 
year ‘general’ with assistants pro rata.

EVERYDAY THINGS 
AXVI.—Electrical Fittings

OFTEN wonder what sort of person is 
responsible for the design of electri- 
cal connections. He is either a humorist 
or a contortionist, or perhaps a fiend, or 
still more likely all three in one. A jig- 
saw puzzle maker might possibly qualify 
in his spare time to design fittings made 
up of so many bits and pieces, but even 
he could not be expected to think of such 
difficult ways of putting them together. 
It is not just difficult to the amateur, 
but it is tedious and laborious to the 
mechanic. 
The actual fittings are better made now 
than they were in the porcelain-brass 
days, but they have nevertheless become 


much more complicated. Of course, the 
earth wire has introduced a third connec- 
tion, but why this should always have to 
have a longer leg than the other two I 
could never discover. 

Whenever I take on the laborious task 
of fitting three wires into a power plug I 
know I am in for a lengthy and painful 
task, but should I venture on the hercu- 
lean labour of fitting the lead to a kettle 
or iron, then I can be quite sure my 
evening has gone. 

Have you ever looked inside one of 
these connections? If not, do look. It is 
rather like the miracle revealed when you 
take a microscope to a piece of plant life. 
I bought a fitting the other day, specially 
designed to fit any socket outlet. It 
reminded me of the many hats worn by 
a Stage comic. Things fitted into each 
other in the most wonderful way and it 
must have taken a minor brainstorm to 
conceive—all unnecessary if we could 
only standardise electric plugs. 

These things may be complicated—may 
have to be complicated by the very nature 
of electricity itself; but I do wonder 
whether electrical engineers do ever stop 
to ponder on the bewildering complexity 
of even their simplest gadgets. 

Take the most elementary job—that of 
fixing a fuse, a job which is in fact 
intended to be done by an amateur. 
You must first have the right type of fuse 
wire, then you must discover which fuse 
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has blown, take it out, remove the 
asbestos wool (which is not really doing 
anything anyway), put it back, undo the 
nuts (which you will drop and lose), clean 
out the old wire, fix in the new piece, 
tighten up the nuts (which you have 
found again), and put the whole thing 
back, having discovered why it blew in 
the first place so as not to have to repeat 
the whole process in half-an-hour’s time. 
All very primitive. 

Perhaps all this is really a considered 
plot to scare the amateur away; perhaps 
even a wise one, since otherwise there 
would surely be increased life insurance 
rates for amateur electricians. Thinking 
of insurance, one last word to my fellow 
practising amateurs—put off the main 
switch before you start even the simplest 
of your electrical labours! 


EMPLOYMENT IN BUILDING 
Drop in Eastern Counties Force 
THe Eastern Federation of Building 

Trades Employers, which represents the vast 

majority of building firms in East Anglia, 

has just ascertained as a result of a statis- 

tical inquiry relating to some 20,000 

workers, in which over 500 member firms 

participated, that the total number of build- 
ing operatives employed by federated firms 
in the Eastern Counties has dropped by 
over 5 per cent. in the 12 months to March 

31, 1958. (A similar fall occurred in the 

preceding year.) 

The percentage reduction in the labour 
force for individual counties is: Norfolk, 
12 per cent.; Cambridgeshire, 11 per cent.; 
Bedfordshire, 8 per cent.; and Suffolk 6 per 
cent. In Essex, Herts., Hunts. and Peter- 
borough there has been very little, if any, 
change in the number of men employed by 
member firms over the past year. 


NON-UNION BUILDING 
WORKERS 

Protest Against Rotherham 
Council Ban 


THE Rotherham and District Branch of 
the Federation of Master Builders protested 
on April 18 against the recent decision of 
Rotherham Rural Council that all workers 
engaged on outside contracts must be trade 
union members. This had been recom- 
mended by the Council’s Housing Repairs 
Committee, on which all members serve. 

A statement issued by the branch of the 
Federation, asked the Council to recon- 
sider their decision. It said: ‘Obtaining 
full union membership to ensure securing a 
contract with the Council is certainly not a 
job for the contractor. He has no time for 
this. He is not a trade union organiser. 
Builders can see absolute disruption if this 
is carried out. The policy of the employer 
is to choose the best man for the job, union 
or non-union, to keep costs down. It is 
maintained that the Federation cannot in- 
fringe on the personal rights of employees 
by ordering them to join a union. 

‘The building industry is already faced 
with a possible recession and therefore the 
decision of the Council means a measure of 
unemployment among employees. This is 
the time when the industry needs all its 
resources to combat declining trade without 
being shackled with further trade union 
activities.’

Adoption of Fixed Price Tendering 
on an Experimental Basis 


YHE London County Council, at their 

meeting on Tuesday (April 22), received 

a report of the General Purposes Com- 

mittee on fixed price tendering for archi- 
tectural and engineering works 

The report said that it was the Council's 
former practice to prohibit the inclusion in 
its contracts of provision for adjustments of 
the contract price in respect of variations of 
wages and the prices of materials. In view, 
however, of war-time conditions, this pro- 
hibition was suspended on October 22, 1940, 
and since then it has been found necessary, 
in order to ensure effective competition, for 
most contracts for architectural and engin- 
eering works (except those for small works 
of less than four months’ duration) to make 
provision for adjustments of the contract 
price in respect of wages and materials. 

It has always been their view, the report 
continues, that the Council should revert to 
fixed-price tendering as soon as conditions 
made such a course practicable and in 1954 
as a step in this direction they authorised 
the invitation, in suitable instances, of ten- 
ders on alternative bases (a) with the stan- 
dard fluctuation clause applying to wages 
and materials or (b) with a fluctuations 
clause applying to wages only, the prices 
for materials being fixed. 

The Government recently decided to 
revert to its pre-war practice of requiring 
firm tenders for contracts for all building 
and civil engineering works, irrespective of 
size, which are estimated to last not more 
than two years. The Government depart- 
ments concerned regard it as essential to 
the obtaining of competitive prices for fixed- 
price tenders that the work to be executed 
should be completely preplanned, that the 
contractor should be given a clear indica- 
tion of the work required and the time in 
which jt must be done, that variations of 
the contract should be kept to a minimum, 
and that tenders should be accepted quickly. 

Government Practice 

The adoption of the new Government 
practice has been commended to _ local 
authorities by the appropriate departments. 
The Ministry of Education, however, pro- 
pose that fixed-price tenders for educational 
projects should be sought im selected cases 
under arrangements which would enable the 
Ministry to consider the margin provided. for 
fluctuations where a tender exceeds the 
appropriate cost limits. 

The General Purposes Committee have 
considered, in consultation with the com- 
mittees concerned, the report continues, 
what action the Council should take. The 
realisation of the prerequisites referred to, 
which is essential if fixed-price tendering is 
to have any hope of success, may involve 
a measure of delay in the invitation of ten- 
ders and the placing of contracts, difficul- 
ties in adhering to prearranged building 
programmes approved by Government 
departments, and the rejection of improve- 
ments (other than minor variations) con- 
ceived after building has started. 

Nevertheless, the benefits of fixed-price 
tendering are considerable, and the executive 
committees concerned agree with the com- 
mittee’s view that the Council should take 
advantage of this method of tendering as 


far as practicable. They have accordingly 
agreed as an experiment that for contracts 
of between six months’ and two years’ 
duration fixed-price tenders shall be sought 
in selected cases which already comply with 
the required conditions. The Education 
Committee have agreed to carry gut an 
experiment on the lines suggested by the 
Ministry of Education. 

For all contracts up to 
duration irrespective of

LAW REPORT 
Firms’ Successful Appeal Against 
Damages for Injuries to Workman 


Court of Appeal, Before Lords Justices 
Parker, Jenkins and Pearce 


B! ILDING Regulation 90, which relates 


to the protection of workmen from 
injury by being struck by falling material, 
was considered by the Court of Appeal on 
April 18. 

Ayr Engineering and Constructional Co., 
Ltd., of Preston-road, Poplar, E, and the 
General Iron Foundry Co., Ltd., of Brooks 
Wharf, Upper Thames-street, EC, appealed 
against Mr. Justice Lloyd-Jacob’s judgment 
iwarding £573 to William Bailey, of 
Jamaica House. Poplar. 

On June 16, 1954, Bailey was working at 
a block of flats being built at Highbury 
Quadrant, N, and was injured by brickwork 
which fell down a refuse shaft. The judge 
had held that his employers, Ayr Engineer- 
ing Co., were 30 per cent. and the other 
company 70 per cent. to blame. 

Mr. H. I. Netson, QC, for the employers, 
said that it did not matter to Bailey which 
company paid the damages. Counsel sub- 
mitted that there was no breach by the 
employers of the regulation, which was 
ambiguous, and no evidence that anyone 
was ‘habitually employed’ in the shaft. 

The regulation reads: ‘Any place on the 
site of the operations at which any person 
is habitually employed shall be covered in 
such manner as to protect any person who 
is working in that place from being struck 
by any falling material or article.’ 

Mr. D. P. CroomM-JoHNSON, QC, for the 
Foundry Co., submitted that the regulation 
was not ambiguous, the words being clear 
and wide. Bailey, who was at the bottom 
of the shaft had no cover at all. 

Mr. NELSON said that the accident would 
have happened even if there had been a 
cover on the shaft. The employers were 
not negligent. 
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Lorp Justice PARKER said that the Ayr 
company’s appeal was against the finding of 
liability, and the Foundry company’s appeal 
concerned only costs as between the defen- 
dants. Mr. Justice Lloyd-Jacob held that the 
employers were in breach of their common 
law and statutory duty. The first question 
whether prudent employers could 
reasonably have foreseen an injury to a 
workman by some object which came down 
the shaft, and his lordship did not think 
that Bailey had proved a breach of common 
law duty The regulation was not clearly 
worded, and it was impossible to construe it 
as applying to material which had become

BRADFORD HOUSING 
Ministry Restricts Expenditure 


BRADFORD Corporation Housing sub- 
committee have been told by the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government that their 
proposal to put 1,100 houses to tender 
during the current year would involve an 
increase in the Corporation’s house-building. 
This could not be reconciled with the 
Ministry’s circular to the effect that house- 
building expenditure should be curtailed. 

The Ministry expresses its realisation of 
the magnitude of the slum-clearance prob- 
lem in Bradford, but states that because of 
the necessity of restricting capital invest- 
ment the figures must be based on those 
approved in March, 1956. These estimated 
unfit houses at 11,148, with 3,813 to be 
dealt with in five years. This averaged 763 
a year. 

A housing programme of 665 would be 
appropriate for this year, states the Ministry, 
but in the exceptional circumstances a 
programme not exceeding 800 houses would 
be agreed to by the Ministry. 


Surrey Surveyors’ Association Visit 

Members of the Surrey Surveyors’ 
Association visited the Research Station of 
the Cement and Concrete Association on 
April 10. In addition to seeing the work 
being carried out by each of the depart- 
ments at the Station, they were given a 
demonstration of up-to-date techniques of 
road-making by both hand and 
fully mechanised methods. The party was 
led by the president of the Association, Mr.

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INQUIRY BUREAU 
Stained Retaining Wall 


Q.—About eight years ago, I built a 9 in. 
sand-faced red brick old English retaining 
wall which at times is very unsightly 
through white appearing on the brick face, 
which I presume is salt coming out on the 
surface. As the wall is in a prominent posi- 
tion facing the road, I feel I must rectify 
this. Can you tell me of something that 
would do this? I do not wish to alter the 
brick surface unless it is absolutely neces- 
sary. The wall has a proper drip on top, 
and 2 in. drain holes a yard apart at base 
backed with brick and stone rubble 9 in. 
thick.

A.—lIt should be understood that most 
clay bricks contain some water soluble 
salts. These salts, however, will often not 
be made apparent unless the bricks become 
wet. The water contained in the mortar 
used for bedding the bricks is often suf- 
ficient to dissolve these salts and in subse- 
quent drying out will appear as a white 
deposit on the face of the brickwork. If 
the bricks are kept in a wet condition this 
process of dissolving the salts and drying 
out on the surface may continue for a long 
period. 

While, in this instance, adequate damp- 
proof course is provided and protection at 
the top, it would appear that the back of 
the wall may be in a constant damp condi- 
tion, hence the continuance of the white 
deposit on the face. It is also possible that 
the salts are in the ground itself and may 
be carried through the brickwork in a dis- 
solved state. 

With the type of brick indicated it would 
seem that the only satisfactory way to keep 
the wall dry and free from contact with 
the damp earth, or drainage material, would 
be to render the back with sand and cement 
incorporating one of the many patent 
waterproofing compounds. The wall would 
be kept dry and should then be free of the 
white deposit. Removal of these salts from 
the face of the brickwork can best be 
achieved by using a_ stiff bass brush, 
repeatedly brushing until crystallisation of 
the salts on the surface ceases. 

Surface treatment by rendering on the 
face of the brickwork would not help since 
if crystallisation is continuing then subse- 
quently the rendering would be pushed off 
the wall and could also seriously damage 
the brickwork itself.

Flue Smell 


Q.—Can you please give me any informa- 
tion regarding chloride gas. The chimney 
breast above a gas fire which I have now 
done away with still gives a slight smell and 
the stain keeps coming through no matter 
how much I wash the wall. 

Can you also give me the name of a good 
sealer. I have tried one or two which have 
not done the job. Now I have started to 
spring clean again and the wall is still a 
problem.

A.—It is not quite understood what is 
meant by doing away with a chimney 
breast. I imagine that the fire opening has 


been closed up but the chimney itself is 
still left open. This being so, there will 
always be a certain amount of dampness in 
the flue because it has no through vent and 
I would suggest that it is this condition that 
is causing not only fhe smell but also the 
staining. 

If the flue has not béen sealed, then 
obviously this is the first job to be tackled. 
As to the staining, once there it is not easy 
to be rid of. It might have been caused 
by the dampness or, alternatively, it may 
have commenced long before the fireplace 
was closed. In any case it is more than 
probable that the source is in the brick- 
work. 

It is often possible to hold it back by 
using a sealer on the surface of the plaster. 
This sealer may be shellac or aluminium 
paint and should be applied in two or three 
coats prior to the normal decoration, but 
after the wall has been given an oppor- 
tunity to thoroughly dry out. A bituminous- 
backed paper or metal-foil-lined paper 
could be used if the walls are seriously 
affected. ;

‘No’ to Farm Bungalow 


AN appeal by Mr. J. D. Covey against the 
i refusal of Guildford Rural Council to 
grant planning permission for the erection of 
a bungalow on land at Home Farm Estate, 
Guildford-road, Effingham, Surrey, has been 
dismissed by the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. 

In a letter to Mr. Covey it is stated: ‘ The 
Minister takes the view that the proposed 
bungalow would be an undesirable extension 
of ribbon development along road A246, in 
an attractive part of the Metropolitan Green 
Belt, where further building would be per- 
mitted only under exceptional circum- 
stances. He is unable to accept that it is 
essential in the interests of forestry.” 


Plan for Flats, Maisonettes and 
Garages Rejected 


HE Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has rejected an appeal 
against the refusal of Leatherhead Urban 
Council, acting on behalf of Surrey County 
Council, to permit the erection of 11 flats, 
seven maisonettes, nine shops, one office 
and 20 garages on land at the junction of 
Woodfield-lane and Craddocks-avenue, Ash- 
tead. 

Giving his reasons, the Minister has said 
he sees no reason to intervene in regard to 
the permission for nine shops already granted 
before the appellant (Mr. E. A. Quilter) 
bought the site. He thinks, however, that 
the Council are right to insist that buildings 
on the site should be both conventionally 
laid out and designed to present a harmoni- 
ous appearance to both frontages. 


Shops Will Replace Demolished 
Cottages 


BUILDING development with shops and 

offices on the now empty site of 
demolished ancient cottages at the bottom 
of Farnham-road, Guildford, has been per- 
mitted by the Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, who has upheld the appeal of 
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Mr. C. A. Gostling and Mrs. M. K. Xenos, 
brother and sister, against the Surrey 
County Council’s refusal. 


The County Council objected to the de- 
velopment on traffic grounds, although the 
recommendation of Guildford Town Council 
and their area Planning Committee was to 
approve it. At the local inquiry it was stated 
that neighbouring residents and _ traders 
welcomed the development of land which 
was described as ‘ an eyesore and disgrace to 
Guildford.’ 

In his letter announcing the decision, the 
Minister says the appeal is allowed, subject 
to the following conditions:—{1) Space shall 
be reserved for the parking of vehicles with- 
in the appeal site; and (2) the number, siting, 
external design and appearance of the shops, 
flats and offices, the layout of the means of 
access and the layout and extent of the 
parking space referred to in condition (1) 
shall be as may be agreed with the local 
planning authority or, failing agreement, as 
shall be determined by the Minister. 


Appeal Against Wetherby Site 
Decision Dismissed 

HE Minister of Housing has dismissed 
the appeal of Woodlands Farm Estate 
Co., Ltd., against the refusal of Wetherby 
(Yorks) RDC to give planning permission 
for the building of houses on 25 acres of 
land near Scarcroft Golf Course and front- 
ing Wetherby-road. He states that the village 
is in Open country where it is intended to 
set up a green belt. He was not in a position 
to determine what, if any, provision should 
be made for the expansion of Scarcroft. He 
was Satisfied that the development of the 
company’s site should not be permitted and 
that development of the Northern part of 
the area would be detrimental to agricultural 
interests. In the South it would detract from 
the pleasant appearance of the countryside.

ONSTRUCTION is now well advanced 

on a new Cigarette factory for 
Gallaher, Ltd., near Ballymena, Northern 
Ireland. Two production halls of identical 
construction, designed specifically for 
cigarette manufacture, are being erected 
at the site. The halls are sited parallel to 
each other and have annexes on three 
sides; they are linked at one end by a 
canteen and by welfare and administrative 
facilities. All the structures are of rein- 
forced concrete construction and for 
economy, speed and finish consist largely

of precast units produced in a yard at the 
Site. 

The clients’ basic requirements for the 
production halls were that there should be 
very close control of air temperature and 
humidity, absolute cleanliness, and com- 
pletely flexible interior space to permit 
machinery and production improvements. 
Single-storey concrete construction with 
northlight shell roofs was recognised as the 
most effective way of fulfilling these 
requirements. 

One of the halls is 600 ft. long and the

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other 900 ft. long; both are 105 ft. wide. 
There are no internal columns in either 
hall. Hollow precast concrete main beams 
(which also serve as the air-conditioning 
ducts and c)ntain other services) span the 
full 105 ft. width in each case. The beams 
have a curved outline; the soffit has a 
radius of 302 ft. 9 in. They are simply 
supported at 30 ft. centres, on hollow 
in situ concrete columns, 2 ft. wide by 
14 ft. 10 in. high in the external walls; 
on one side the columns include a rocker 
bearing to allow for expansion. 

Services are fed to the main beam 
through the hollow columns from an in 
situ reinforced concrete tunnel, approxi- 
mately 8 ft. wide by 6 ft. deep, which runs 
for the full length of each building under an 
adjacent corridor in one of the annexes. 
This also connects to subsidiary service 
trenches across the factory at intervals. 

Each main beam is 9 ft. deep and 4 ft. 
wide and is made up from seven precast 
hollow box units, each approximately 12 ft. 
8 in. long, and six intermediate diaphragm 
units, each approximately 2 ft. long. To 
form. the beam the units are prestressed 
together on the Gifford-Udall-CCL system 
by 14 12-wire cables. 


The box units have 4 in. thick walls and 
are precast as two separate channels, each 
2 ft. deep, mortared together by a simple 
butt joint at the top of the beam during 
erection. The channels are also temporarily 
bolted together across the top and bottom 
of the beam until the prestress has been 
applied. Diaphragm units have walls 9 in. 
thick and are precast in one piece. 

Seven precast concrete northlight shell 
units, placed side by side, span between 
main beams. The rise of the shell is 
contained within the depth of the beam. 
Each shell unit is approximately 15 ft. 
wide, 3 in. thick, and weighs about 9 tons, 
Valley beams are precast separately and 
are designed to coincide with the diaphragm 
units in the main beams. By placing the 
main connecting steel for the shell and 
valley beam units within the walls of the 
diaphragms it was possible to give the 
hollow box units of the beams a minimum 
wall thickness. 


To make the most of the attractive site the 


offices and canteen were designed on a circular plan to follow the 


curve of the river.

Economical Erection 


By good design and planning, erection of 
the production halls has proved particu- 
larly economical. All the precast units are 
erected by means of a 15-ton derrick. 
While a main beam is being erected and 
prestressed the derrick is able to reach over 
and position the shell units and valley 
beams between the two beams beyond. A 
steel-frame strongback is attached to the 
shells during lifting. Joints between units 
are formed with rammed in situ concrete. 
A complete bay of the building, across the 
full width, is completed on average every 
nine days. 


Beam units are lifted into their final 
position and supported on a timber gantry 
until they have been mortared together 
and prestressed. The gantry was designed 
by the contractors specially for the job. It 
is in four pieces, the two upper pieces 
being able to slide inwards and downwards 
on the lower ones to free themselves from 
the beams after prestressing. The units 
are mortared together with a 1: 1 cement/ 
sand mix. Two days later the prestressing 
cables are threaded through the diaphragms 
and boxes of the beams and stress is 
applied. 


Cables are contained inside the beam, 
seven against each side wall. In the hollow 
box units, the cables are exposed initially. 
In the diaphragms the cables are threaded 
through ducts in the side walls. Anchorages 
are in the end blocks which are essentially 
specially strengthened diaphragm units. 
After stressing, the cables are concreted 
solid with the wal' . the box unit to ensure 
complete cover; out is used where the 
cables pass through the diaphragms.

Complete cover is particularly important 
since the air in the beams will be continu- 
ally in an almost saturated condition. 
Entry to the beams is through the ventila- 
tion outlets. 

Expansion joints are provided at about 
200-ft. intervals in the length of the halls. 
Each joint is formed by splitting the main 
beams in half longitudinally and the hollow 
columns in half vertically. To ensure that 
the beams will be completely stable until 
after the shell roof units are in place each 
beam is erected in the normal way but 
with a wooden filler in place of the mortared 
butt joint. This wooden filler is also 
inserted during precasting of the dia- 
phragms. After erection of the shells on 
either side of the beam, the joint is formed 
by knocking out the wood filler and cutting 
the reinforcing steel between the two sec- 
tions of the diaphragm units. 


The Annexes 


Annexes are of precast column and 
beam construction. Beams span, in gen- 
eral, either 22 ft. 6 in. or 26 ft. 3 in. ; 
columns are of 9 in. by 9 im. or 14 in. by 
14 in. section. At one end of each produc- 
tion hall, a large annexe, four bays wide, is 
provided ; these two annexes, which con- 
tain the preliminary manufacturing pro- 
cesses, face each other. At intervals on each 
hall the annexes on the south side are 
extended to provide accommodation at 
first-floor level for the air conditioning 
plants ; there are six of these for one 


factory and four for the other. 


Other Buildings 


The main two-storey office wing swings 
away from one of the production halls to 


follow the river and is linked to the other 
hall at its mid-point by a single-storey 
cloakroom wing. The canteen lies at the 
end of the main wing and is linked to it 
by an entrance hall ‘ tower.’ This tower is 
partially clad with precast concrete facing 
slabs. 


Offices and cloakrooms are of precast 
column and beam construction tied to- 
gether with in situ floor and roof slabs, 
54 in. thick. Beams span 18 ft. and 22 ft. 
Columns are of 12 in. by 9 in. cross-section. 

The canteen is a single-storey shell- 
roofed building which, when complete, 
will seat 850. It is entirely precast for 
economy and speed. The structural arches 
which support the roof are prestressed to 
reduce their bulk and improve their 
appearance. Each arch is precast in three 
sections—two upright sections with 10 ft. 
cantilevered haunches, and a centre section, 
40 ft. long. Prestress is applied across the 
entire arch through two Gifford-Udall- 
CCL cables of 12 wires, 0.276 in. in 
diameter. Secondary prestress is also 
applied the three sections before 
erection.

Concrete 


All the structural members are precast 
in a central casting yard which covers an 
area approximately 100 ft. by 300 ft., and 
is served by a 15-ton derrick. Forms are 
generally of timber with high-grade ply- 
wood liners for exposed soffits. About 
30 uses of the forms are possible before 
reconditioning. A 1:44 concrete mix is 
used and formwork is stripped after three 
days. Average compressive strengths of 
8,000 Ib. per sq. in. at 28 days are obtained 
from test cubes.

ODERN building materials and tech- 
niques increase freedom in design; 
by their variety they also increase the 
difficulty of finding the most economic 
design solutions. This Digest outlines an 
approach to cost planning that takes into 
account both initial costs and running and 
maintenance costs. 

Cost planning consists of no more than 
predicting the cost consequences of design 
decisions. In relating design to cost it is 
not sufficient to take account only of initial 
costs; the consequential costs over the life 
of the building for maintenance and servic- 
ing must also be considered. The prob- 
lem is complicated by the fact that several 
interests are involved, and a saving for one 
may lead to an extra expense for another; 
what is in the interest of the owner is not 
necessarily in the interest of the user, or of 
the community. 

Cost planning has to be considered at a 
number of levels, some of which call for 
administrative rather than design decisions. 
The classification adopted in this Digest is: 

Initial costs: 

Planning economy. 
Structural economy. 
Annual costs: 
Maintenance costs. 
Service costs. 
Heating and lighting. 


INITIAL COSTS 
Planning Economy 


Economy starts with the plan shape of 
the building; the smaller the ratio of exter- 
nal wall area to enclosed area, the lower 
tend to be the costs of initial construction 
and, incidentally, the costs of maintenance 
and heating. Appearance cannot be ig- 
nored, of course, and the cheapest solution 
may not therefore be acceptable. How- 
ever, in a sample of blocks of multi-storey 
flats the ratios of external wall area to net 
floor area ranged from 0.80 to 1.60; this 
wide variation shows the scope for possible 
improvement in some of the designs. 
Another criterion of planning economy is 
the ratio of access area to gross floor 
area. For the upper floors of the same 
sample of flats this ratio ranged from 9 to 
29 per cent. An analysis of the plans sug- 
gested that a ratio of 15 per cent. can gener- 
ally be achieved. 

The Ministry of Education has made 
similar studies of the use and planning of 
floor space for schools, and over the last 
six years the total area per child has been 
reduced by 40 per cent. while, within the 
smaller total area, the amount of teaching 
space has been maintained or increased. 
As a result of this and similar economies, 
the cost per school place has been reduced 
by 20 per cent. without sacrificing standards 
of accommodation. 

Again, the cost of lift installations in 
blocks of multi-storey flats has been found 
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to range from less than £50 to nearly £200 
a dwelling. This variation was due more 
to different numbers of dwellings being 
served by each lift than to variations in the 
installation costs of the lifts themselves. 
But it is often a shortsighted policy to con- 
sider one aspect of design in isolation from 
the others; allowance must be made for 
mutual repercussions. An attempt to 
increase to a maximum the number of flats 
served by a lift might result in an awk- 
wardly shaped and expensive structure. 
It would appear that £100 per flat for lift 
installation is a reasonably practicable 
figure at which to aim. 


Structural Economy 


Structural economy depends on the use 
and choice of materials; it is concerned with 
erection, that is labour, plant and admin- 
istrative costs, as well as with the costs of 
the materials themselves. Again it is 
necessary to consider the mutual repercus- 
sions of design decisions as well as the 
direct effect on a single element. 

The simplest type of economy in the use 
of materials arises from designing so that 
their characteristics are fully exploited, 
which results in economies of material and 
usually of labour. It is wasteful to use 
materials with qualities over and above 
what is required in the given situation. 
For example, in some of the multi-storey 
flats previously referred to, the concrete 
was used below its full load capacity and in 
places where a cheaper material would have 
satisfied all requirements. As a result they 
were found to contain nearly three times as 
much concrete as some other flats and their 
superstructure cost nearly twice as much. 

The choice of material depends both on 
prices and on properties. Relative prices 
change and, with them, the most economic 
solution. Labour costs must also be con- 
sidered. For instance, assuming all are 
acceptable on technical grounds, the most 
economic material for a domestic hot-water 
installation depends on the relative prices 
of copper, iron and lead pipe. Again, the 
balance of advantage for prefabrication in 
the factory as’ against site construction 
depends largely on the relation of labour 
to other costs. 

The differences between the costs of 
alternatives may be so great that changes 
in the price relatives are unlikely to change 
the order. For instance, for multi-storey 
flats, with current design procedures, re- 
inforced concrete frames are 30 to 40 per 
cent, cheaper than steel frames—a rather 
large difference to be bridged by any 
change in prices. 

The choice of material may be affected 
more by construction costs than by the 
cost of materials. Savings can be made by 
adopting designs that allow for the repeti- 
tion of simple operations and for the con- 
centrated use of mechanical and other 
plant. The cost of providing and fixing 
shuttering for concrete is often more than 
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that of the concrete itself. The simpler 
the shuttering and the more often it can be 
used, the cheaper will be the price of the 
finished concrete. 


Small design details may increase costs 


out of all proportion to the aesthetic 
effect they achieve. 
The plant costs attributable to com- 


ponents of building are often very high 
because, while the plant is needed on the 
site for long periods, a large proportion 
of this time is spent standing idle. Econo- 
mies in plant costs can be achieved by 
designs that entail regular demands on the 


plant or services near their maximum 
capacity—design requiring, for instance, 
a continuous and uniform flow of con- 


crete, or the lifting of a steady flow of 
units at about the maximum lifting capacity 
and minimum cycle time of a crane. 
The Price of Useful Space 

The success of the designer in obtaining 
economies in planning and structure 1s 
judged by the building user in terms of the 
price of the useful space provided. The 
range of such prices is often very wide; 
in a broadly comparable group of recently 
built factories the highest costs were 2} 
times the lowest for roofs, three times the 
lowest for walls and five times the lowest 
for heating and ventilation. Comparisons 
of this kind can be most instructive, both 
to the client and to the designer, for such 
differences in price often result as much 
from design limitations imposed by the 
client as from the planning and structural 
design. It is as important to compare 
the cost of the client’s stated planning 
needs against’ the advantages they offer, 
as it is to compare the costs of planning 
and structure. The costs of the extra 
5 ft. of free height or distance between the 
columns in a factory may be ut of all 
proportion to the advantages gained by 
the user. 


ANNUAL COSTS 


It is not sufficient to limit cost planning 
to initial costs. The annual charge is of 
great importance to the user, and a cheap 
building may in the long run be far more 
expensive than one with much _ higher 
initial costs. The annual equivalent of 
first costs depends on the life of the building 
and on the rate of interest. Most buildings 
have a life of at least 60 years, which at 
the range of interest rates likely to prevail, 
gives an annual charge little greater than 
the rate of interest. Suppose the long-term 
interest rate is about 5 per cent., so that the 
annual charge is about a twentieth of the 
first cost: it would then not pay to spend 
more than £1 on first costs in order to 
reduce annual costs by a shilling. 


Maintenance Costs 


For selecting materials, in the light of 
our present rather limited knowledge of 
maintenance costs and useful life of 
buildings, the above criterion is sufficiently 
accurate. So far the only type of building 
that has been studied at all thoroughly 
from the aspect of maintenance is local- 
authority housing. For this type of 
building the equivalent capital cost of 
maintenance compared with initial costs 
is comparatively low, the only exception 
being water services (84 per cent.) and 
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external painting (100 per cent.). The 
expenditure on water services is spread 
over a large number of small items and 
offers little scope for reducing the com- 
bined capital and maintenance costs. Some 
reduction in the total costs of materials 
normally protected by paint can probably 
be achieved by the substitution of materials 
not requiring regular painting, for instance 
by using hardwood instead of softwood, 
at least where a paint finish is not required 
also for specially decorative purposes. 


The factor of one-twentieth depends, of 
course, on the expected length of life; the 
shorter the life, the higher is the acceptable 
level of expenditure on maintenance. 
While, for instance, for a permanent 
building, it is a matter of indifference 
whether a first cost of £1 or an annual cost 
of a shilling is incurred, for a building with 
an expected life of 14 years this ‘ indiffer- 
ence level’ for annual costs rises to two 
shillings, and, for a 10-year life, to about 
half a crown. 

Thus a temporary roof covering that 
needed replacing every 14 years and with 
annual maintenance costs of 2.5 per cent. 
would have the same total costs as a 
permanent covering costing 25 per cent. 
more initially and with maintenance costs 
of 5 per cent. per annum. 


Service Costs 


The same reasoning is applicable to 
service costs. At current rates, service staff 
cost about £500 a year; this is equivalent 
to an initial cost of £10,000. It is therefore 
worth spending up to this amount in order 
to eliminate the need for a liftman, a 
stoker or a cleaner. Thus, in the long run, 
grass as a form of surface covering is twice 
as expensive as precast concrete slabs. 


This principle is applicable to most 
planning, particularly to the planning of 
production and handling areas, of com- 
mercial kitchens and dining rooms, and 
of housing estates. For instance, the 
savings to be achieved by reducing the 
width of estate roads and by substituting 
footpaths may be offset by extra costs 
incurred by lengthening the carrying of 
dustbins and commercial delivery, the 
substitution of hand for mechanical road 
sweeping and the making good of damage 
likely to be caused by vehicles crossing kerbs 
and grass. 


Heating and Lighting 


A large proportion of the annual charges 
on a building consists of the costs of heating 
and lighting. These are influenced greatly 
by the planning and structure of the 
building. For example, other things being 
equal, the heat loss from a compact single- 
storey school with a storey height of about 
8 ft. might be about 30 per cent. less than 
that from one with a straggling design and a 
storey height of around 11 ft. Moreover, 
the initial costs of the building (and 
probably also of the heating plant) would 
be about 20 per cent. lower. 

The heating and ventilating costs of 
factories probably amount to between 
one-third and two-thirds of the combined 
total of the running costs of the building 
and the annual equivalent of its initial 
costs, a proportion large enough to 
warrant some attention. This proportion 
will vary from factory to factory, and so 


will the relative amounts of heat lost by 
conduction through various parts of the 
fabric and through fortuitous or planned 


ventilation. An analysis of where the 
major heat losses occur may lead to 
economies. For instance, the roof tends to 


be one of the dominant determinants of 
the heating costs. Other things being 
equal, the flat roof is the cheapest as 
regards heating costs. Both the fabric 
losses and the volume of air to be heated 
are greater for other forms of roof. The 
standard of insulation, and, particularly, 
the amount of glazing, are also important 
factors in the costs of heating. 


Again it is the total costs that matter, 
and the effect of each design decision must 
be studied with this in mind. For instance, 
the area of glazing affects at once structural, 
heating and lighting costs, and some form 
of cost analysis which shows the effect on 
all three is necessary. One such method of 
analysis is illustrated by the following 
example.

The construction cost has been broken 
down into its component parts and 
converted to an annual charge as explained 
earlier; an addition has then been made to 
the annual costs to allow for maintenance. 
The loss of heat through the fabric has 
been calculated with due regard to areas, 
U-values and temperature gradients; the 
loss by ventilation is based on the number 
of air changes. In making the heating-cost 
estimates, allowance has been made for the 
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efficiency of the heating system, the length 
of the heating season and average tempera- 
ture, and the cost of fuel, labour, mainten- 
ance and replacement of the heating 
system. The cost of lighting, £950, is the 
cost if the factory were lit artificially the 
whole time it was occupied; deductions 
are then made for reductions in artificial 
lighting resulting from natural light enter- 
ing through glazed areas, allowance being 
made for their efficiency and for the 
intensity of natural light. 

Similar tables can then be drawn up for 
changes in plan and specification and the 
results compared. As an example (Table 2), 
the effect of removing roof glazing would 
be to reduce roof costs by £600, the 
monitor type roof becoming a flat one. 
The corresponding saving if wall glazing 
was removed would be only £40; such a 
difference is probably within the margin 
of error of estimates of this kind.

It will be noticed that half the annual 
cost of this factory building was for 
heating; the proportion is not always as 
high as this. Again, half the heating cost 
was a result of air-changes. Of the heat 
losses through the fabric, over half was 
through the roof—perhaps the easiest 
place to secure economies. 


THE INTERESTS OF OWNERS, 
USERS AND THE COMMUNITY 


The incidence of planning and design 
costs varies between the interests con- 
cerned. The property owner, whether 
private or public, is concerned mainly 
with initial costs, especially if letting is on 
the basis of the tenant being responsible 
for repairs. It is doubtful how far an assess- 
ment of maintenance, service and other 
running costs enter into determining the 
level of rents. Property owners, therefore, 
attach primary importanee to reducing 
initial 


costs. Taxation treats running 
costs more favourably than initial costs 
and, therefore, business men who are 


owner-occupiers tend to be more interested 
in reducing the latter than the former. 
The interest of the community is in value 
for money in terms of actual resources, 
labour and materials. 

These different points of view can be 
easily illustrated in the case of housing. 
The cost of building dwellings rises sub- 
stantially with the height of the block. 
On high-cost land, however, as the height 
of the block rises, the cost of the land 
apportioned to each dwelling may fall 
faster than the erection costs of the dwelling 
rise. In city centres, where the land costs 
perhaps £10,000 to £20,000 an acre, it 
therefore pays developers to build tall 
blocks of flats and hotels, and for that 
matter, offices. Public housing authorities, 
no the other hand, receive subsidies on 
expensive land : where land costs about 











£5,000 or more per acre, these subsidies 
more or less offset the extra cost of the 
land ; in consequence there is no longer 
so large a saving in land cost to offset the 
increase in erection costs with height of 
block. The total costs of building high 
then tend to rise with height of block, 
even though the buildings are themselves 
subsidised as well as the land. Thus 
whereas private developers can reduce 
rents by building high on high-cost land, 
public developers cannot. From the point 
of view of the community, building high 
uses more labour and materials than two- 
storey housing and this is not, of course, 
affected by the price of land. 

To the tenant, or building user, the rent 
forms only one part of the cost of using 
the building ; to it must be added the cost 
of maintenance, services, heating and 
lighting. Running costs may be more 
affected by the design features than are 
initial costs and hence rents. Often the 
two types of costs change in opposite 
directions. For instance, electrical floor 
heating is cheaper to install than solid- 
fuel heating systems, but it costs more to 
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obtain the same degree of warmth with 
the electrical system than with the solid- 
fuel systems. Thus the solid-fuel systems 
are cheaper for the tenant and, what is more 
important from the point of view of the 
community, use up materials and 
labour. 


DATA FOR COST PLANNING 
Much of the basic material necessary to 


compile the cost estimates lies ready to 
hand in the offices of the designers and 


less 


planners. Initial costs can be obtained 
without difficulty, even from the con- 
ventional priced Bill of Quantities and 


information on running costs can often be 
compiled from information obtained from 
manufacturers and users. Data based on 
wider experience can be obtained from 
books of reference and from cost data 
published in journals, either by designers 
or research establishments. There is, 
nevertheless, a real shortage of design 
cost data and much can be done to alleviate 
this shortage by the publication of such 
data, in suitable detail, by designers and 
users. 





ACCIDENTS IN BUILDING 
AND CIVIL ENGINEERING 
Suggestions for Prevention 


EK ACH year some 13,000 accidents in the 
“ building industry, of which 200 are 
fatal, and another 2,000 with a similar pro- 
portion of fatalities on works of engineering 
construction are reported to the Factory 
Inspectorate of the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service. These figures are given 
in the April issue of the Ministry of Labour 
and National Services booklet ‘ Accidents, 
how they happen and how to prevent them’ 
(HMSO, price 1s. 3d.), which this quarter is 
mainly devoted to a number of accidents 
which have occurred in the building and 
constructional engineering industry 

The Chief Inspector of Factories in his 
annual report for 1956 said ‘the Building 
Regulations of 1948 have been in force for 
over eight years and their requirements 
should by now be known throughout the 
industry, but Inspectors in many parts of the 
country still report ignorance of the require- 
ments of the Regulations as well as failure 
to report legally notifiable accidents to the 
Inspector of Factories for the District.’ 

This is recalled in the introduction to the 
present booklet, which goes on to say 
* There is no doubt that full compliance with 
the Building (Safety, Health and Welfare) 
Regulations could reduce the number of 
accidents. One trouble is that the require- 
ments of the Regulations are not as well 
known as they should be to all employers 
and employees concerned. 

‘The Building Regulations include a 
requirement that all contractors normally 
employing more than 50 persons at building 
operations should appoint an experienced 
person to advise them as to the observance 
of the safety requirements of the Regula- 
tions and as to other safety matters, and to 
promote the safe conduct of the works 
generally. Quite apart from the legal 
requirements a careful study of the cause of 
accidents would show the value of having 
some experienced and conscientious person 
to carry out this work.’ 


LMBA’‘s Action 


TO STIMULATE amongst builders 
in the prevention of accidents on their sites 
the LMBA, on the recommendation of its 
accident prevention committee, has issued to 
its members a summary of the section deal- 
ing with accidents on building operations 
taken from the latest report of the Chief 
Inspector of Factories. Members have 
been asked to circulate this report to all 
concerned within their organisations, and 
additional copies have been made available 
on request for this purpose

BRITAIN’S GROWING 
DEMAND FOR WATER 


Surface Water Year Book 


Domestic and industrial demands upon 
the nation’s water resources continue to 
grow rapidly. Therefore factual data on the 
flow of rivers and streams is of increasing 
importance. 

The Surface Water Year Book of Great 
Britain, 1955-56, published recently (HMSO, 
price 15s.) and prepared by the Surface 
Water Survey Centre of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government is the only 
official publication bringing together in one 
volume records of run off and related rain- 
fall in the principal river basins and reser- 
voired areas in this country. The hydro- 
logical information is presented in a form 
designed to give concisely the most gener- 
ally useful categories of river discharge and 
corresponding run-off, together with 
monthly and standard average general rain- 
fall evaluations for most drainage areas. 

The Year Book is of considerable interest 
to those concerned with the design and con- 
struction of water supply, sewage disposal, 
land drainage and flood control works and 
also to those engaged in general hydro- 
logical studies. It contains records of 128 
gauging stations compared with 116 stations 
in the last issue. It is less than a year since 
the last volume appeared, and the aim will 
be to continue to bring publication closer 
to the period to which records refer.

Business LetTinGs. By Dennis Lloyd, MA, 
LLB, and John Montgomerie, BA, Bar- 
risters-at-Law. (London: Butterworth & 
Co.) Price 50s. 


HIS is an entirely new legal work in 
which the authors have tried, as they 
put it, ‘to minister to the needs of all who 
are concerned with business lettings.” In 
general, their approach has been to answer 
the question, ‘What should the landlord 
or tenant do in particular circumstances?’, 
the law being expounded to explain the need 
for the action recommended. This practi- 
cal approach should commend the book to 
architects and surveyors who often have to 
know something of the Jaw regarding the 
letting of premises for business use. 

Much of the book necessarily deals with 
the law of landlord, and this subject is dealt 
with admirably both as regards entering 
into a lease and the rights arising on the 
termination of a business tenancy; in this 
latter connection, the learned authors deal 
not only with the security of tenure given 
by the Act of 1954, but also with the right 
to compensation for improvements and the 
liability for dilapidations. 

The law of town and country planning is 
dealt with in relation to three main prob- 
lems: (a) the need for planning permission 
and the enforcement of planning control; 
(b) the risk of compulsory purchase; (c) the 
right to exhibit signs or advertisements. 
There are also brief sections on such other 
statutory controls as nuisances and offensive 
trades under the Public Health Acts, the 
Clean Air Act, and the Factories and Shops 
Acts. 

The learned authors could with advantage 
have discussed these topics a little more 
fully, but their summary should in general 
be sufficient to draw attention to what is in- 
volved and thus lead the reader to refer to 
other books where necessary. In dealing 
with the control of advertisements on busi- 
ness premises, the authors make the error of 
applying the standard for areas of special 
control to the whole country. 

The book is of convenient size. There 
are 221 pages of text, followed by a reprint 
of Acts and statutory instruments relating 
to the law of landlord and tenant; there are 
also some useful forms and conveyancing 
precedents.

THE CLERK OF WorKS MANUAL. Third 
edition, revised by G. W. Harris. (Lon- 


don: Crosby, Lockwood and Son, Ltd.) 
Price 10s. 6d. 


HE fact that this little book, first issued 

in 1949, has now reached a third edi- 

tion, is a testimonial to its usefulness and 
popularity. Although text-book knowledge, 
and even techical skill, is not enough to 
ensure success in his vocation, for which 
personality and probity are equally import- 
apt qualifications, it is essential that an 


intending clerk of works should know in 
advance the nature and scope of his very 
responsible duties. Mr. Harris, whose name 
is deservedly respected for the good work 
that he has done for the Institute of Clerks 
of Works, writes from long experience. 

An apprentice, even a foreman, in any 
of the building crafts, must acquire a know- 
ledge of office work and procedure before 
he can hope to function effectively as a clerk 
of works; and Mr. Harris here provides 
him with this additional knowledge. The 
Programme and Progress Charts, printed as 
appendices, are particularly useful in this 
connection. There is a good bibliography; 
also a lengthy ‘Summary of British Stand- 
ards,’ covering all items concerned with 
building and revised right up to date. 

The bulk of the book consists of practical 
hints for supervising and testing the work 
of the various bui'ding ‘ trades.” This advice 
is summarised in a single sentence on page 
13: ‘The duties of a clerk of works are 
mainly to assist the architect in watching 
the progress, to see and know that the crafts- 
men are good and efficient in their particular 
trades, to see that all materials are sound 
and in accordance with the specification and 
samples and are suitable for the respective 
jobs, and that all workmanship is satisfac- 
tory, and to report if otherwise to the 
architect.’

DRAINAGE PIPEWORK IN DWELLINGS. By 
A. F. E. Wise. (HMSO). Price 10s. 6d. 


HIS book has gathered together much 
information which has previously 
been published in pamphlet form over the 
past five years. It is obvious that the 
author has done a great deal of research on 
the subject over a considerable period. He 
is not only acquainted with the limitations 
of the ‘Single Stack’ system but has ex- 
tended his remarks to meet the problems 
that are likely to arise under varying con- 
ditions. Works of research and original 
thought are beset with difficulties. The 
author has done well to overcome the masses 
of material which have presented themselves 
to him but it may be that more are still 
awaiting his attention. 

Mention is made of the saving in cost 
per dwelling without reference to main- 
tenance. The cost of this could be higher 
than prevails with fully ventilated systems 
and might increase pro rata with the 
lengthening of the unventilated sink or 
basin wastes. Many-of the alternative lay- 
outs mentioned provide much food for 
thought. An example of this is the doubt- 
ful saving in costs when substituting 6 in. 
for 4 in. drain, providing a gully or an over- 
flow drain at ground floor level and pro- 
viding a 2 in. relief vent to run the full 
height of the stack. Again to guarantee a 
+ 1 in. retention of seal could require the 
services of a plumbing consultant, should 
any departure from the simple system 
occur. The shortening of the flush pipe on 
a low level WC suite to suit any standard 
length of soil pipe branch, or to facilitate 
compartment door opening, could cause 
great inconvenience to the users. There is 
no apparent reason for the preference for a 
low level suite in these adverse conditions. 
However, where conditions have been 
favourable the ‘Single Stack’ system has 
worked admirably. 

The book is very worthy of praise for 
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the detailed information given. Whilst all 
the information presented may not be com- 
pletely acceptable the book should be in 
the hands of all designers and students of 
plumbing.

It applies to fittings enclosing either tung- 
sten filament or electric discharge lamps 
operating at not more than 250 volts; it 
does not, however, apply to street lighting 
fittings, which are dealt with in the separ- 
ate standard BS 1788, ‘Street-Lighting 
Lanterns.’ 

The publication specifies general require- 
ments and tests for electrical safety. There 
are also special tests for each of the five 
separate types of enclosure  specified—

Amendment of Law Expected 


From a Correspondent 


OCAL authorities are expecting to 
hear shortly from Mr. Henry 
Brooke, the Minister of Housing and 


Local Government, on proposals he has 
in mind for seeking an amendment of the 
law on private street works charges. 

In a letter to the three local authority 
associations—the County Councils Associ- 
ation, the Association of Municipal Cor- 
porations and the Urban District Coun- 
cils Association—a Ministry official (Mr. 
S. G. G. Wilkinson) stated: 

‘We have been hearing a good deal 
recently about the high cost of private street 
works and the hardships which private street 
works charges sometimes cause to indi- 
vidual frontagers. 1 am referring not so 
much to general criticisms of the broad 
principles of liability for private street works 
under the present Acts, as to complaints of 
hardship in particular cases where persons 
of limited means are faced with substantial 
charges which seem disproportionate to the 
value of their property and which they can 
ill afford to pay. The most common case 
is, of course, that of the owner of a corner 
site with a long flank frontage. 

‘We know that the Acts already provide 
various possible means of alleviating hard- 
ship in such cases—there are the provisions 
enabling the charges to be paid by instal- 
ments, and whereby the sums due remain 
charged upon the premises, as well as the 
local authority’s power to make a contribu- 
tion to the cost of the works. We do not 
know, however, to what extent local authori- 
ties exercise these powers in practice, or 
whether they might be more widely used if 
need be. 

‘In cases where the Private Street Works 
Act, 1892, is in force, there is also, of 
course, the possibility of apportioning the 
charges by reference to “ degree of benefit,” 
rather than length of frontage, and here 
again the same question arises. We under- 
stand that this method of apportionment is 
not very widely used at present, partly no 
doubt because of the practical difficulties it 
presents. 

‘If it were the general view (and we 
would like to know if this is so) that none 
of these provisions affords adequate safe- 
guards against individual hardship, it may 
be necessary to consider the desirability of 
some further provision for this purpose, 
without necessarily altering the general basis 
of liability under the existing legislation. 
Suggestions which come to mind are a pro- 
vision, such as the one which appears in 
some local Acts already, to enable the local 
authority to contribute to the charges upon 
individual frontagers, as distinct from the 
cost of the works as a whole; or possibly 
some adjustment of the method of appor- 
tionment which would avoid the difficulties 
associated with apportionment by reference 
to frontage or “degree of benefit.” We 
would be grateful for your advice on all 
these questions.” 


The CCA’s Reply 
On August 1 the secretary of the CCA, 
Mr. W. L. Dacey, replied: 
‘The following preliminary observations 


will indicate first

‘1. A distinction has to be drawn between 
“hardship” in the sense that the owner is 
unable because of limited means to pay an 
equitable charge, and hardship in the sense 
that the charge seems disproportionate to 
the value of the property or the benefit de- 
rived by the owner from the works carried 
out (e.g.. in the case of a corner site with 
a long flank frontage, if apportionment has 
been made strictly on the basis of length 
of frontage). Cases may, of course. arise 
where there is hardship in both senses. 

*2. Cases of inability to pay an equitable 
charge do arise but do not appear to consti- 
tute a serious problem and generally speak 
ing the existing powers. whereby payment 
by instalments may be allowed or the sums 
due may remain charged on the premises, 
are adequate to deal with them. I do not 
think the Association would favour amend- 
ing legislation giving local authorities a 
general power to contribute to the charges 
upon individual frontagers, for the purpose 
of avoiding hardship. 

‘3. It is agreed that apportionment 
strictly on length of frontage may be in- 
equitable I have insufficient information 
either to confirm, or otherwise, your sug- 
gestion that the “ degree of benefit ” method 
of apportionment is not very widely used, 
but our advisers’ replies suggest that it is 
used where appropriate and that, although 
its application does present difficulties, these 
are not insurmountable.’ 

Local Authorities’ Views 

Later. at a conference between Ministry 
and local authority representatives Sir 
HAROLD BANWELL, secretary of the AMC, 
said local authorities could always alleviate 
financial hardship by allowing repayment to 
be made by instalments. They could go 
even further in special cases by allowing 
the sum due to remain charged on the pro- 
perty, without pressing for payment until, 
for example, the property was sold. 

This view was corroborated by the repre- 
sentatives of the County Councils Associa- 
tion and the Urban District Councils 
Association, although Mr. Haslam (UDCA) 
remarked that taking no steps to recover 
charges might lead to questions by the Dis- 
trict Auditor. It was the general view that 
local authorities had adequate powers to 
avoid financial distress, and that they were 
usually ready to use their powers where 
necessary. 

On the further question as to whether the 
Act resulted in inequitable charges upon 
frontagers, it was agreed that criticism on 
this score generally centred on the case of 
the long flank frontage which was charged 
strictly in accordance with the length of 
frontage. 

it was thought that in such cases exces- 
sive charges could always be avoided, in 
areas where the 1892 Act was in force, by 
the use of the ‘degree of benefit’ method 
of apportionment. In spite of difficulties, 
this method was not infrequently used by 
local authorities; and it was open to any 
local authority to adopt the 1892 Act. 

Sir Harold Banwell, however, maintained 
that charges based on length of frontage 
were seldom, in fact, unfair, even in the 
case of the long return frontage, since liabil- 
ity for private street works charges, based

on length of frontage, was generally recog- 
nised by purchasers and was reflected in the 
price they paid for their property. This was, 
indeed, an argument in favour of keeping to 
the frontage method of apportionment, since

LAND PLANNING IN AN 
EXPANDING ECONOMY 
1 Paper at the RSA 


NER. J. R. JAMES, OBE, presented a 

paper on ‘Land Planning in an 
Expanding Economy’ at a meeting of the 
Royal Society of Arts, held on March 5, 
at John Adam-street, WC2. The follow- 
ing conclusions are taken from Mr. 
James’s paper: 

The heavy pressure on our land is 
going to continue. The demands for 
better homes by many people who have 
never lived in reasonably sized houses 
with their own gardens, will cause our 
towns and cities to expand. Even now 
there are only a handful of County 
Boroughs which can afford the six acres 
of playing fields per thousand of the 
population that is regarded as a desirable 
minimum standard at present. If, in the 
future, the working week is shortened, 
then this standard may be considered too 
low. More motor cars mean more park- 
ing space, garages and better roads. 

The demand for more skilled workers 
means more technical colleges and 
centres of further education. Longer 
holidays mean more land for recreation. 
More automation, upon which a rise in 
productivity depends to a very large 
extent, means more factory space per 
industrial worker. Our agricultural land 
will contract slightly, but this need not 
cause dismay. It is productivity not 
acreage which matters, the bushels of 
wheat not the size of the field. All these 
trends were well established in the past 
decade. There may occasionally be 
serious setbacks to our economic pros- 
perity, but it is unlikely that these social 
changes will be more than temporarily 
checked. 

I have little patience with those gloomy 
commentators who denigrate’ British 
industry, British workers, British plan- 
ning, new towns, the policies of popula- 
tion dispersal, and so on. Criticism is 
essential, but let it be well informed and 
constructive. Let such people pause for 
a moment over the 40 per cent. increase, 
in real terms, since 1947 of our manu- 
facturing productivity, or over the fact 
that with fewer workers on less land we 
are now producing more than half as 
much foodstuff again as we were before 
the war. Or, if figures do not impress 
them, let them contemplate for a moment 
the skill and technical achievement which 
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lies behind the building of atomic power 
stations; or spend a day or so in visiting 
the Welsh valleys and contrasting present 
living conditions with those of the 1930s; 
or let them consider the ability, effort and 
saving which have gone into the develop- 
ment at Tees-side. 

The achievements in which most plan- 
ning authorities can take greatest pride 
often pass unnoticed. Many exhausted 
mineral workings which would formerly 
have gone to swell the total of over 
130,000 acres of dereliction are now 
returned to some useful purpose and leave 
little trace of exploitation. Well farmed 
land is being safeguarded far more 
rigorously and thoughtfully than ever it 
was during the past hundred years. This 
is one of the main tasks of planning 
authorities. How extraordinary it is, 
then, that planners are so often accused 
of disregarding the quality of agricultural 
land. 

Further, in a never-ending battle of 
planning application and refusal, the 
Green Belts around our great cities are 
being held. Forces which are too power- 
ful to be checked are leading to the 
continuous expansion of our cities, 
but they are no longer growing in an 
unregulated manner. 


A Subject for Study 


Yet no one of us can say with Dr. 
Pangloss that everything is for the best in 
this best of all possible worlds. There 
are signs of deep strain in our economy. 
We live on a knife edge, the fear of 
inflation on one side, unemployment on 
the other. We are also still largely 
ignorant of where the balance of social 
and economic advantage lies between a 
strictly controlled policy of industrial 
location on the one hand and an ever- 
expanding Birmingham and London on 
the other. Here is a subject of study on 
which economists might have a great deal 
to say but have so far said very little. 


Lastly, although in material terms the 
national achievement has been great, the 
relative neglect of spiritual and aesthetic 
values is indisputable. To win more 
open-cast coal, erect more power stations 
and build more spacious homes are 
economically necessary and socially desir- 
able objects. They are all good aims. 
To defend beautiful country, conserve 
good agricultural Jand and safeguard fine 
buildings for future generations are also 
good. 

The difficulty is that people who care 
about what is happening—far too many 
are indifferent—put themselves into 
opposing camps. This division of 
opinion is not a new thing, but it is as 
deep and wide as ever; and it will remain 
so unless there is more determination to 
think together to find an answer to the 
whole problem and not to separate parts 
of it. 

The care now being taken to reinstate 
land which has been worked for minerals, 
and the deliberate effort to prevent 
scattered housing development, are hope- 
ful examples of the attempt at reconcilia- 
tion. It is this need to find harmony or, 
where that is impracticable, the right 
objective, which is the real challenge, and 
it is a challenge to all of us.

The Department of Building 
Science 


From a Correspondent 


BUILDING science may be defined as the 

application of science and technology 
to the design, construction and maintenance 
of buildings. The aim of this new depart- 
ment of the University of Liverpool is to 
study the problems of building by the 
methods of science and to bring to bear on 
them any relevant principles or techniques 
from the whole field of science and tech- 
nology. 

The subject may be, for convenience, 
divided into the following headings:— 
Building Materials, Physics of Environment, 
Stability and Safety of Structures, Building 
Services and Equipment, Building Construc- 
tion and Operations, Analysis of Function. 

Of these the second, third and last call for 
some comment. 

Physics of Environment is a subject title 
which has been adopted by the department 
to describe a quantitative study of the out- 
door and indoor environment in relation to 
the attainment of satisfactory conditions of 
heating, ventilation, insulation, lighting and 
acoustics. 

Stability and Safety of Structures will be 
an integrated study of structural stability 
having regard to the interaction between the 
structure and its foundation under normal 
and abnormal conditions. The emphasis 
will be not so much on methods of structural 
analysis, as in the usual University courses 
on Structures, but rather on an examination 
of the principles underlying design codes, of 
concepts of structural safety and of the 
behaviour of structures under service con- 
ditions. 

Analysis of Function will cover the appli- 
cation of the scientific method to the 
examination of the use of buildings. Work 
study and operational research methods may 
be expected to provide information which 
will form a rational basis for design of a 
building. 


Architectural Courses 


The other subject headings are largely self- 
explanatory; in every case the emphasis will 
be on fundamental principles rather than on 
details and technique. The department is 
to provide courses in building science for 
architectural students. These will have the 
aim of instilling basic principles without 
over-burdening the student with detail. 
Arrangements are also*being made in asso- 
ciation with the School of Architecture for 
post-graduate students in that department to 
Participate in joint research projects and to 
attend appropriate courses in the depart- 
ment as part of their advanced studies. 

Plans are in hand for a one-year post- 
graduate course for civil engineers who in- 
tend to specialise in building either as struc- 
tural engineers or as site engineers. Pro- 
vision is also being made for science 
graduates who may, for example, wish to 
enter the cement industry or to specialise in 
some aspect of Physics of Environment with 
a view to joining a research organisation in 
this field. Such students would undertake 


advanced study or research in appropriate 
subjects, supplemented by attendance at 
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certain parts of the civil engineers’ course, 
in order to give them a comprehensive view 
of the problems of building design and con- 
struction. A somewhat similar arrangement 
can be made for graduates in mechanical 
engineering who intend to specialise in the 
science of Heating, Ventilation and Air Con- 
ditioning. 

Laboratories are being set uz for the study 
of Building Materials and Physics of En- 
vironment; for the latter subject there are 
to be laboratories for Heating and Ventila- 
tion and for Day and Artificial Lighting. 
In 1959, the department will move into a new 
building to be shared with the department of 
civil engineering; this wil] permit the joint 
use and development of laboratories for 
subjects of common interest, particularly 
Structures and Soil Mechanics. 

Research work has already begun in 
structures, and it is hoped:that within a year 
or two a balanced programme of research 
in the various aspects of building science will 
be under way. In addition, it is intended to 
develop a joint research project on certain 
problems of the planning of buildings with 
the School of Architecture. 


RESTRICTIVE COVENANTS 
APPLICATION 
Lands Tribunal’s Decision 


THe Lands Tribunal has dismissed an 
application by Mr. Barton Thrale Morgan 
for modification of restrictive covenants to 
enable him to build four instead of two 
bungalows on a site at Russell Hill, Purley. 

Mr. ERSKINE SIMES, a member of the 
tribunal, in giving his decision in London 
on March 26, said he would allow Mr. 
Morgan’s application for modification to 
enable him to convert a property called 
Kilmington into three self-contained flats. 
He said that the house was converted into 
flats when requisitioned by the local 
authority and he was surprised to learn that 
in anticipation of the decision of the 
tribunal, Mr. Morgan had not only 
improved the flats, but had actually let two 
of them. 

Mr. Simes said they had inspected the 
land and the houses occupied by the objec- 
tors and their view fully confirmed the 
evidence given on their behalf. Modifica- 
tion to allow conversion would be permitted 
on condition that no dustbins, coal bunkers 
or other containers were placed outside 
where they would be visible from Russell 
Hill, and no building other than private 
garages and outbuildings for the use of 
occupiers should be erected. Also no tree 
should be lopped or felled without the 
written consent of the owner of No. 42, 
Russell Hill

Provisions of New Bill 


pu following survey of the provisions 

of the Landlord and Tenant (Tem- 
porary Provisions) Bill, which was published 
on April 16, has been issued by the Ministry 
of Housing and Local Government 


Scope of Bill 


1. The Bill affects only those cases where 
tenants of decontrolled houses (i.e., 
rateable value of over £40 in 
London and Scotland, and over 
where) are under notice to quit.

(1) To get possession of a house the 
landlord must first apply to the Court, 
normally (in England and Wales) the 
County Court. 

(2) Until the case is heard, the former 
tenant, now called the * occupier,’ 
remain in temporary occupation. 

(3) The Court, if satisfied that certain 
conditions are fulfilled, shall suspend the 
order for possession for a period of not 
less than three or more than nine months. 
The period of suspension can be ex- 
tended, on subsequent application to the 
Court, for not more than another six 
months at a time, if the appropriate con- 
ditions are still fulfilled. :

2. Under the Rent Act, notice to quit a 
decontrolled house cannot take effect before 
October 6, 1958. When a notice to quit 
expires, the occupier (i.e., the former tenant) 
will be able under the Bill to remain tem- 
porarily in possession pending the Court 
hearing provided he pays a rent (in Eng- 
land and Wales) of twice the gross value of 
the property he occupies, together with 
rates and a reasonable charge for services 
where appropriate (N.B.—This is on the 
basis as the rent limit for property 
remaining controlled). But if by any chance 
what the tenant has been paying is higher 
than this, he must continue to pay that 
higher amount. (For Scotland, see para. 13 
below.)

Grounds for Postponement 

3. The four grounds on which the 
occupier, to secure a postponement of pos- 
session, must satisfy the Court are: 

(1) that he has made all reasonable 
efforts to reach agreement with the land- 
lord for a tenancy of not less than three 
years; 

(2) that he has taken all reasonable 
steps to find other appropriate accommo- 
dation, but has failed; 

(In considering whether these two con- 
ditions are satisfied the Court must have 
regard to the means of the occupier, to 
his age and to any disability from which 
he suffers.) 

(3) that he has paid or offered to pay 
all rent due from him up to the date of 
the hearing; and 

(4) that, having regard to all the cir- 
cumstances of the case, making an order 
for immediate possession would cause 
greater hardship to the occupier than sus- 
pending the order would cause to the 
landlord. 

4. If the Court suspends the order for 
possession, the rent payable will be the rent 


asked by the landlord, unless the Court is 
satisfied that this is beyond the means of 
the occupier. In that case, the Court may 
fix a lower rent, but not below the figure 
the occupier was paying pending the hear- 
ing. (See para. 2 above.) 
Duration of Bill 

5. The Bill will remain in force for three 
years 


Miscellaneous Provisions and Safeguards 

6. The protection given by the Bill will 
extend to the occupier’s widow or othe: 
relative who could have succeeded to a 
statutory tenancy under the Rent Acts. The 
Bill will not apply to any case where the 
tenant voluntarily gives up possession o1 
makes an agreement for at least three years; 
if, however, an agreement is made for a 
shorter period, the Bill will apply when that 
tenancy comes to an end 

If the landlord tries to get possession 
otherwise than through the Court, or if he 
unreasonably withholds services previously 
provided, he will be liable to a fine up to 
£100 or up to six months’ imprisonment, o1 
both. 

8. Pending the Court hearing, the condi- 
tions of the previous tenancy will continue 
to apply, except that the occupier will be 
treated for the time being as responsible for 
internal decorations and the landlord for 
all other repairs; but where the old rent 
continues to be payable (see para. 2 above) 
the existing repair liabilities will remain un- 
changed.

13. In Scotland the rent to be paid by the 
occupier, pending the decision by the 
Sheriff on the landlord’s application, will 
be the existing rent together with an increase 
amounting to 50 per cent. of the 1954 rent, 
i.e., an increase of the same amount as the 
increase for repairs chargeable under the 
Rent Act in the case of controlled property 
in Scotland.

Painting Over Bitumen 
WHILST bitumen provides an economic 


and satisfactory coating for many 
types of building, its appearance is far from 
decorative, and a topcoat of colour is often 
advisable, if not essential. Since painting 
over bitumen normally involves the applica- 
tion of a sealing compound before painting, 
this process is often neglected as not being 
worth the trouble. A range of industrial 
colours has now been developed which can 
be applied direct to bitumen without any 
sealer or undercoat. Manufactured by Evode, 
Ltd., Stafford, and known as * Evotect’ Anti- 
Bituminous Paints, a full range of colours 
(excluding white but including aluminium) 
is available. ‘Evotect’ can be applied to 
bitumen-painted surfaces where the bitumen 
is more than fourteen days old and is not 
softened by the sun’s heat. On thin films 
of asphaltic bitumen one coat is usually 
sufficient for internal use, but two coats are 
recommended on thick coatings of tar-based 
paints and all exterior applications. Cover- 
ing capacity is approximately 60-70 square 
yards per gallon per coat, and dr¥ing time is 
about 12 hours under normal conditions. 
Since they do not contain bitumen, the paints 
have a very high standard of colour and 
gloss retention. 


Electrically Heated Underjelt

Dark Smoke Limits 


The Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, Mr. Henry Brooke, has laid 
before Parliament regulations which set 
limits to the emission of dark smoke from 
chimneys which will be allowed after June 
1. These are to meet the case of dark 
smoke unavoidably caused by such essential 
operations as cleaning the fires of furnaces: 
They allow ten minutes of dark smoke in 
eight hours (14 minutes if soot blowing is 
carried out in that period), provided no 
single burst of dark smoke lasts longer than 
four minutes. It will also be an offence to 
discharge black smoke (Shade 4 on the 
Ringelmann Chart) for more than two 
minutes in aggregate in any period of 30 
minutes within the limits allowed. Higher 
allowances are given where more than one 
furnace discharges smoke to a single 
chimney. The regulations apply to dark 
smoke from the chimneys of factories, 
shops, offices and railway engines. House 
chimneys, while subject to the ban on dark 
smoke, in practice rarely produce it, but 
the regulations would apply to them.

CANADIAN TRADE 
MISSION REPORT 


Aggressive Sales Effort Needed’ 
A REPORT of the Canadian Trade 


Mission which visited Britain from 
November 21 to December 18 last has now 
been issued. 

In a_ section on ‘Construction and 
Materials Handling Equipment,’ the report 
states that in Britain a wide range is avail- 
able, including large track-laying tractors, 
motor scrapers, etc. The value of the pro- 
duction of contractors’ plant has risen from 
$54m. in 1938 to $207m. in 1956. 

Members of the Mission said: ‘ There is 
no lack of diligent research, but aggressive 
sales effort is needed in this field.’ 

In discussing construction materials, dele- 
gates had this to say: ‘Since Canada pro- 
duces many of the basic materials to meet 
its requirements, such as cement, lumber, 
ordinary clay products, gypsum, etc., the 
potential for export from the UK in the field 
of construction materials would appear to be 
in steel and iron products, with some em- 
phasis on refractory, acid-proof and special 
glazed clay products which are now largely 
imported from the United States. 

‘There is a substantial opportunity to in 
crease British exports in these items now 
being imported. For instance, in the supply 
of pre-engineered standardised steel-framed 
and sheeted buildings, the UK is steadily 
increasing its exports. These buildings are 
used for warehouses, garages, shipping sheds, 
airplane hangars, etc., and are prefabricated 
in such light sections that they can be 
shipped with the greatest ease, even by air- 
lift. and erected by bolting together the com- 
ponent parts. Most of this latter work can 
be done by so-called “ unskilled labour.” ’ 

A rising demand for mechanical handling 
equipment and tools and devices of all kinds, 
including conveyors, elevators, lifts, hoists, 
winches, cranes, lifts and industrial trucks, is 
indicated by the fact that the 1956 produc- 
tion value in this general category stood at 
some $216m., the report states. 


Delegation to Canada 


Details of the Dollar Exports Council 
delegation to Canada were given at a Press 
conference held on April 21 at the Federa- 
tion of British Industries, 21, Tothill-street, 
SW1. Chairman of the Council, Sir 
WILLIAM Rootes, who is to lead the delega- 
tion, said they would leave on April 24 for 
Ottawa via Montreal. They are to meet 
with Regional Committees of the Dollar 
Sterling Trade Council in Montreal, Halifax, 
Toronto, Winnipeg, Calgary and Vancouver, 
with the Canadian Association of British 
Manufacturers and Agencies, and with the 
UK Trade Commissioners. 

The President of the Board of Trade, Sir 
Davip Ecc ces, referred to several sections of 
the report which he found extremely inter- 
eSting. In particular, one sentence which 
said, ‘ Canada is still one of the world’s fron- 
tiers. Pessimism is recognised as a form of 
cowardice and optimism as a sort of courage.’

The growing need for power 


As Britain’s industrial efficiency increases, so does 
the need for power. The demand for power doubles 
every ten years. The Electricity Supply Industry 
has already met the doubled demand since Ist 
April, 1948, and has made provision for a similar 
expansion in the next decade. 


Work on the first two nuclear power stations, 
at Bradwell in Essex, and Berkeley in Gloucester- 
shire, was started in January, 1957, and on the 
third in England, at Hinkley Point in Somersetshire, 
last September. These three stations will have an 
aggregate of some 850,000 kilowatts. 

The Government’s revised nuclear power station 
programme provides for enough nuclear power 
stations to be completed in the next decade to 
provide 5/6 million kilowatts of generating capacity. 
Provision is also being made for the construction of 
new main transmission lines and the extensior > 
the distribution network. 

As the demand for power grows, nuclear
